The maximum time permitted any individual discuss 
a paper is four minutes. This also applies to the author in 
closing his discussion. No speaker may discuss any one 
subject more than once. 

4. A copy of each and every paper presented at the state 
meeting must be in the hands of the chairman or secretary 
of the section, or in the hands of the general secretary, 
before the paper 

5. All papers read at the annual meeting may be pub- 
lished in full in CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN MEDICINE as soon 
after the meeting as space will permit. Owing to lack of 
space the OFFICIAL JOURNAL, not possible print all 
papers that are presented at an annual session. An essayist 
who wishes to offer his paper to some other medical publica- 
tion should make written application to the Committee on 
Publication, c/o California Medical Association, 450 Sutter 
Street, San Francisco. 

Articles are accepted for publication condition that 
they are contributed solely to CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN 
MEDICINE. Authors desiring to publish their papers else- 
where than in the JOURNAL may have their manuscripts 
returned to them upon written request to the editor.

REPORT THE COUNCIL 


the President and the House Delegates: 


Article VII the Constitution the California Medical 
Association, Sections inclusive, outlines the organi- 
zation and functions the Council board directors 
the California Medical Association. The Council 
charged carry out all resolutions and enactments the 
House Delegates, and between meetings the House 
vested with power carry the business and activities 
the Association. 

The report herewith submitted deals particularly with 
work carried since the last annual session Del Monte 
May, 1939. 

addition four meetings held the Del Monte 
annual session during the past year, the Council has held 
six meetings (five San Francisco and one Los An- 
geles). Minutes the meetings the Council have been 
printed CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN MEDICINE. 
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perusal the actions will indicate how 
many and serious are the problems which the Council 
called upon decide. The following items seem worthy 
special comment 


California Physicians’ Service. 


compliance with the instructions given the House 
Delegates the special Los Angeles session De- 
cember, 1938, the Council proceeded with all possible speed 
and safety its part the initial organization work 
necessary for the formation the separate nonprofit 
corporation now known the California Physicians’ 
Service, which offers state-wide medical service pre- 
payment basis the citizens California. The members 
the Council became the first group administrative 
members and elected the first Board Trustees Cali- 
fornia Physicians’ Service. 

The newly created organization was incorporated 
February 1939, and August 15, 1939, was able an- 
nounce its readiness accept beneficiary members. 

The five-dollar registration fee paid each the 5,182 
professional members gave California Physicians’ Service 
the necessary funds for the institution its set-up and 
work. Later, the California Medical Association made its 
first loan California Physicians’ Service the sum 
$15,000 $5,000 February 20, 1939, and $10,000 
September 11, 1939), that being the amount the House 
Delegates had stipulated should loaned California 
Physicians’ Service without interest. 

Subsequently, realizing the vital need medicine 
California Physicians’ Service success, Council authori- 
zation, the California Medical Association loaned ad- 
ditional $12,000 California Physicians’ Service ($6,000 
December 26, 1939, without interest; and $6,000 
January 25, 1940, without interest). 


Council action January 1940, the California 
Medical Association authorized loan additional 
$10,000 California Physicians’ Service. the time 
this writing, call has been made for part the whole 
this amount. 


total $27,000 has, therefore, been loaned Cali- 
fornia Physicians’ Service the California Medical As- 
sociation, and authorization given loan additional 
$10,000. 

The Council wishes impress upon the members the 
California Medical Association that California Physicians’ 
Service, even though operating under separate corporate 
body and management, all intents and purposes vital 
part the California Medical Association. 


Every member the California Medical Association 
must made appreciate how important his own 
future medical practice California the success 
California Physicians’ Service, and every member urged 
give whole-hearted, 100 per cent codperation aid every 
endeavor California Physicians’ Service give good 
and satisfactory service its beneficiary members. Also 
aid its development inducing groups five more 
citizens existing commercial and other bodies become 
beneficiary members, that sufficient mass spread will 
created that will permit California Physicians’ Service 
operate financially sound, and also satisfactory 
professional basis. 


Regardless the personal opinion, disagreement with 
policy some the rulings, this your organization, de- 
signed for three specific purposes, and your loyalty the 
Association and medicine through its organization the least 
each member should say good word for California 
Physicians’ Service upon every possible occasion. 


Committee Public Health Education: Special As- 
sessment June 1939. 
WHEREAS, The education of the public and public officials 


those things which concern the public health and wel- 
fare, the standards the scientific practice medicine, 


. 


must be conducted on a wide basis by those who are most 
qualified to carry on such an educational program; there- 
fore be it 

Resolved, By the House of Delegates of the California 
Medical Association in annual session at Del Monte, Cali- 
fornia, May 1-4, 1939, that the Council the California 
Medical Association is hereby empowered and directed to 
create a committee on public education, under the super- 
vision and direction of a committee of seven, to consist of 
the Chairman of the Council, the Speaker of the House of 
Deiegates, and five members of the California Medical As- 
sociation, appointed by the Chairman of the Council, with 
the approval the Council. Said committee employ 
full-time public relations counsel skilled public relations 
work and to carry on a state-wide program of education in 
matters of public health and welfare, on approval of the 
Council; and further 


Resolved, That the Council of the California Medical As- 
sociation is hereby empowered and directed to levy on and 
collect from each and every active member an assessment 
of ten dollars ($10), payable June 1, 1939. The Council is 
also empowered and directed to levy such assessment or 
assessments thereafter, payable monthly as may be neces- 
sary to accomplish the objectives of this Committee on 
Public Education, after due submission of plans, and budget 
approved by the Council; and be it further 

Resolved, That failure to pay any of said assessments 
within sixty (60) days after the date on which each thereof 
is payable, shall forfeit the membership of a member, pro- 
vided that the Council shall have the power to reinstate 
a member as provided in Chapter II, Section 2, Paragraph 
(b) of the By-Laws; and be it further 

Resolved, That all moneys collected under and pursuant 
to this resolution shall be carried in a special fund and 
used only for the educational purposes contemplated in this 
resolution; and be it further 

Resolved, That the only compensation received by mem- 
bers of this committee shall be their actual necessary ex- 
penses while committee business; and further 

Resolved, That any moneys remaining in this special 
fund at such time as the House of Delegates shall discharge 
this committee, and its work discontinued, shall be prop- 
erly allocated and returned to those members from whom 
they have been collected. 


the Del Monte annual session May 1939, the House 
Delegates instructed the Council set Committee 
Public Health Education and levy special assess- 
ment $10 all California Medical Association mem- 
bers record June 1939. The Council its 
June 1939, meeting carried out the instructions the 
House Delegates and accordingly levied assessment 
$10. the 6,015 members who were liable for the 
assessment, total 4,928 paid the same, thus establishing 
the separate special assessment fund $49,280. 


The resolution levying special assessment adopted 
the House Delegates Del Monte May, 1939, con- 
tained clause providing that nonpayment the assess- 
ment should result loss membership the Associ- 
ation. The special assessment became due and payable 
June 1939. Under the terms the resolution the 
House Delegates, all members who failed pay 
before July 31, 1939, were faced with loss membership. 
Many members did not pay and many members questioned 
the authority the House Delegates under the Consti- 
tution the Association deprive member member- 
ship for failure pay special assessment. The Council 
its meeting August 1939, after receiving report 
the Legal Counsel, which was pointed out that the 
constitutional provision authorizing levy special as- 
sessment does not authorize any penalty for nonpayment 
the same, adopted the following 

WHEREAS, The House Delegates, believing that pro- 
gram public education was desirable and essential, 
adopted resolution the last annual meeting held Del 
Monte, May 1-4, 1939, authorizing and directing that a 
special assessment $10 levied upon each active member 
June 1939, and providing that failure pay such 


special assessment within sixty days should forfeit member- 
ship in the Association ; and 


WHEREAS, The House of Delegates was fully authorized 
under the Constitution to levy the special assessment, but 
exceeded its power under the existing constitutional and 
by-law provisions in applying the penalty of forfeiture of 
membership for failure to pay the same; and 
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WHEREAS, The Council believes that each member real- 
izes the necessity of undertaking such educational work, 
and will loyally support the organization with the neces- 
sary funds therefor; now, therefore, be it 


Resolved, That the Council the California Medical As- 
sociation interprets the Constitution and By-Laws to mean 
that the House Delegates was clearly within its rights 
in levying such special assessment, but exceeded its powers 
in applying a penalty; and be it further 


Resolved, That the Association secretary forthwith notify 
the secretary each component county medical society, 
and each active member of the Association, of the adop- 
tion of this resolution, setting forth the program of the 
Committee Public Health Education this day approved, 
requesting the payment of the special assessment and the 
codperation of each member and his suggestions for the 
committee and the Council, 


noted that under the foregoing resolution the 
Council took the position that authority exists under 
the present Constitution the Association deprive 
member membership the Association the event 
nonpayment special assessment. This does not mean 
that the special assessment was invalid. the contrary, 
the special assessment was validly levied under Article XI, 
Section the Constitution. addition, since the assess- 
ment was validly levied, became due and payable each 
member the Association and was obligation each 
member. Those members who have not paid are still under 
the obligation pay the special assessment. The only 
effect the constitutional provision that member who 
did not pay his special assessment cannot deprived 
membership such nonpayment. 

The present constitutional provision authorizing the 
House Delegates levy special assessments found 
Article XI, Section The provision follows: 

Funds may also special assessment and 
any other manner approved the House Delegates. 

This does not, have heretofore stated, contain any 
provision for penalty the event nonpayment 
special assessment. Our Legal Counsel reports that under 
the present provision the only manner which unpaid 
special assessment could collected action law 
against each member who has not paid collect the unpaid 
assessment debt. For many reasons this remedy 
not adequate advisable. Therefore, the Council has 
caused amendment the foregoing section the Con- 
stitution prepared under the terms which the House 
Delegates given power provide forfeiture sus- 
pension membership penalty for nonpayment 
any special assessment hereafter levied. The amendment 


attached this report and hereby presented the 
House 


CONSTITUTION THE CALIFORNIA MEDICAL 
ASSOCIATION 


Resolved, That Section Article the Consti- 
tution this Association, the California Medical Associ- 
ation, and the same hereby amended striking out 
said section the following 


“Funds may also be raised by voluntary contributions, 
through bequests, legacies, devises and gifts, and from the 
Association’s publications, by special assessments and in 
any other manner approved by the House of Delegates,” 


and inserting lieu thereof the 


“Funds may also be raised by any of the following 
methods: (a) Publications of the Association; (b) Volun- 
tary contributions; (c) Bequests, legacies, devises and 
gifts; (d) Special assessment levied by the House of Dele- 
gates ; and (e) In any other manner approved by the House 
of Delegates. In the event that the House of Delegates 
levies any special or other assessment (other than the an- 
nual assessment of dues), it may, in the resolution levying 
the assessment, fix and determine the time within which 
such assessment must be paid, the class or classes of mem- 
bers of the Association upon whom it is levied and the 
penalty, if any, including forfeiture or suspension of mem- 
bership in this Association or the component county medical 
society, or both, to result from nonpayment thereof within 
the time prescribed.” 
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that said Section Article shall hereafter read 
follows: 


“ARTICLE XI.—FUNDS, PROPERTY, AND ASSESSMENTS 


“Section Assessment Dues—Other Sources 
of Funds—Appropriations. 


“Funds shall raised equal annual per capita assess- 
ment of dues upon the active and associate members, the 
assessment dues upon the associate members one- 
half that upon the active members. 


“The amount the assessments shall fixed the 
House Delegates majority vote the members 
present and voting. 


“Funds may also raised any the following 
methods: (a) Publications the Association; (b) Volun- 
tary contributions; (c) Bequests, legacies, devises, and 
gifts; (d) Special assessment levied by the House of Dele- 
gates; and (e) In any other manner approved by the House 
Delegates. the event that the House Delegates 
levies any special or other assessment (other than the 
annual assessment of dues), it may, in the resolution levy- 
ing the assessment, fix and determine the time within 
which such assessment must be paid, the class or classes 
members the Association upon whom levied and 
the penalty, any, including forfeiture suspension 
membership this Association the component county 


medical society, both, result from nonpayment thereof 
within the time prescribed. 


“Any resolution passed and adopted the House 
Delegates any regular special session thereof, which 
provides for or contemplates the appropriation or expendi- 
ture more than the sum $1,000 shall not effective 
for any purpose unless and until approved the Council. 
All appropriations, regardless amount, approved and 
made by the Council shall, if expended, be reported to the 
House of Delegates at its next annual session, and any 


unexpended portion any thereof shall included the 
annual budget.”’ 


Legislative Problems: State and National. 


(a) Compulsory Health among 
legislative problems public health and medical nature, 
which are the fore the present time California, 
the proposed Compulsory Health Initiative, presumably 
given place the November 1940 ballot. 


That measure, enacted, would radically change medical 
practice now functions our state. the unani- 
mous opinion the members the Council that the pro- 
posed law would endanger the public health interests 
the state, and make for lowering the standards and 
efficiency scientific medicine California. 

The Council feels that the best answer the proposed 
compulsory health legislation the successful operation 
California Physicians’ Service, and again urges whole- 
hearted codperation every California Medical Associ- 
ation member efforts designed make possible for 
California Physicians’ Service attain its objectives. 

(b) Basic Science Council last year in- 
structed the Committee Public Relations take 
anew the study basic science law California and 
draft has been carefully prepared, and submitted the 
Committee. 

the consideration basic science initiative, two 
elements must borne mind: (1) the initiative would 
probably mean expenditure the California Medical 
Association more than $60,000 secure the needed 
signatures and attendant publicity, and the present time 
the Association not possession the financial re- 
sources meet such expenditure; and (2) the fact 
must kept mind that even were possible find 
the money needed for the enactment basic science law, 
would confusing and dangerous policy have 
such measure, with request for vote, the same 
ballot with compulsory health initiative, concerning 
which latter, members the medical profession would 
urging vote. 

The Council accord with the belief that basic 
science law desirable for California, but under present 
conditions not position carry out the instructions 
the House Delegates place state election 
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ballot, because the lack funds. The matter politi- 
cal expediency also must not overlooked, and until the 
House Delegates makes these available through budget- 
ary action and the propitious time arrives, action can 

(c) Dog-Pound Bill—During the legislative session 
1938, the Committee Public Policy and Legislation 
found the passage the Dog-Pound Bill would probably 
not carried through success. The Committee has the 
bill under consideration and hopes able submit 
the Legislature, which will convene January, 1941. 

(d) National Legislation.— Concerning the Wagner 
Health Bill and President Roosevelt’s plans for hospital 
construction, the Council wishes only mention the same, 
and request component county societies and members 
maintain active interest therein. Comment the prog-

AMENDMENT CHAPTER THE By-Laws 
THE CALIFORNIA ASSOCIATION 


Resolved, That Chapter the By-Laws this As- 
sociation, California Medical Association, and the same 
hereby amended adding said Chapter new 
section numbered Section reading follows: 


“SECTION LIFE MEMBERSHIP COMPONENT COUNTY 
SocIETIES 


“Each component county society may provide for a form 
of active membership therein, designated life membership, 
provided that only persons eligible to life membership in 
this Association shall be eligible to life membership in any 
component county society. Life members of the component 
county society shall have all of the rights and privileges of 
active membership therein and shall pay such dues or 
assessments the component county society may 
by-law provisions require.”’ 
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AMENDMENT CONSTITUTION CALIFORNIA 
PROVIDING FOR LIFE 
MEMBERSHIP 


Resolved, That Article the Constitution this 
Association, California Medical Association, and the 
same hereby amended adding Section said 
Article new subdivision, namely, Subdivision (e), 
entitled “Life Members,” and reading follows: 


“(e) LIFE MEMBERS 


“Qualifications: Life members of the California Medical 
Association shall be elected by the Council on the recom- 
mendation of any component county society from those 
active members thereof who (1) have been active members 
this Association continuously for period twenty (20) 
years or more and are more than fifty (50) but less than 
sixty (60) years of age and have tendered to this Asso- 
ciation a life membership fee of one hundred fifty (150) 
dol'ars; or (2) have been active members of this Association 
continuously for twenty-five (25) years or more and are 
more than sixty (60) but less than sixty-five (65) years of 
age and have tendered to this Association a life member- 
ship fee one hundred (100) dollars; (3) have been 
active members of this Association continuously for a 
period of twenty-five (25) years or more, are more than 
sixty-five (65) but less than seventy (70) years of age and 
have tendered to this Association a life membership fee of 
fifty (50) dollars; or (4) have been active members of this 
Association continuously for twenty-five (25) years or more 
and are more than seventy (70) years age. Those active 
members falling within Classification 4 need not be recom- 
mended by any component county society but are eligible 
to life membership on direct application to the Council. 
The Council may not elect to life membership any active 
member whose membership has not been continuous or who 
has ever been censured, suspended or expelled from the 
American Medical Association, this Association, any state 
medical association which is a constituent unit of the 
American Medical Association, or any county medical so- 
ciety which is a component part of this Association or a 
unit of any other state medical association. 


“Obligations and Rights.—Life members shall not pay 
dues and shall not be liable for assessments of any kind or 
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nature. If active membership in good standing is main- 
tained in his component county society, each life member 
sha.] have the right to vote, to hold office and shall have all 
other rights and privileges of the Association. If active 
membership in his component county society is not main- 
tained, the rights and privileges of a life member shall be 
those of a retired member.”’ 


AMENDMENT: NEEDY MEMBERS 


Amendment By-Laws California Medical As- 
sociation adding new section numbered Section 
Chapter said By-Laws. 


Resolved, That Chapter the By-Laws this As- 
sociation, California Medical Association, and the same 
hereby amended adding said Chapter new 
section numbered Section 23, reading follows: 


“SECTION 23. COMMITTEE ON AID TO NEEDY MEMBERS 


“The Committee on Aid to Needy Members shall consist 
of three (3) members whose appointment and terms of 
office shall be as provided in Section 2 of this chapter. 

“The committee shall be responsible to the Council and 
the House of Delegates for all of its activities. 

“The committee shall administer those funds of this 
Association hereinafter designated as comprising the spe- 
cial Fund for Aid to Needy Members. The committee's 
administration of said fund shall be subject to the provi- 
sions of this section. 

“The following funds of this Association shall comprise 
the special Fund for Aid to Needy Members: (a) The pro- 
ceeds of such assessments, voluntary or compulsory, of the 
members of this Association as may from time to time be 
levied by the House of Delegates for the purpose of pro- 
viding funds for aid to needy members; (b) That portion of 
the annual dues of members of this Association which may 
from time to time be allocated by the House of Delegates 
or the Council to the Fund for Aid to Needy Members; 
(c) All bequests, voluntary contributions and donations 
from any source whatever that may be received by this 
Association for the express or implied purpose of aiding 
needy members; (d) per cent of all payments received 
by this Association for the purchase of life memberships; 
(e) Subject to annual approval of the House of Delegates, 
all profits received by this Association from exhibits and 
concessions at its annual convention; and (f) All other 
funds from whatever source derived (except accounts re- 
ceivable, payments on indebtedness to this Association, 
dues and assessments) received by this Association where 
the payor, donor or other person transferring the funds 
expresses the intent that such funds shall be for aid to 
needy members. 

“Sums contained the special Fund for Aid Needy 
Members may from time to time be disbursed by the Com- 
mittee on Aid to Needy Members to those physicians and 
surgeons or dependents of physicians and surgeons who are 
found to be actually in need of financial assistance; pro- 
vided, however, that all distributions from said Fund for 
the Aid of Needy Members shall be made under uniform 
rules and regulations formulated by the Committee on Aid 
to Needy Members and approved by the Council.

have examined the balance sheet the Indemnity 
Defense Fund the California Medical Association 
December 31, 1939, and have examined the accounting 
records the Fund and other supporting evidence 
methods and the extent deemed appropriate. 

The purposes for which this Fund was formed and 
explanation concerning the operation thereof prior its 
termination December 1923, have been set forth 
previous reports. was further explained that the Trus- 
tees The California Medical Association had accepted 
voluntary assignments from contributing members the 
Fund their right, title, and interest therein. According 
records maintained the California Medical Associ- 
ation’s office, total 1,340 members contributed the 
Fund. the date its termination there were approxi- 
mately 1,100 members still remaining the Fund, and 
these members, 907 have assigned their interests. This 
would indicate that the Trustees The California Medical 
Association had interest approximately per cent 
net assets this Fund, although believed that their 
interest probably greater because deaths original 
members whose interests would terminate thereupon. 

Cash deposit the various savings accounts was 
verified inspection the bank pass books and con- 
firmations from the depository banks December 31, 
1939. 

The liabilities the Fund are only those contingent 
nature for which the Fund must indemnify its members 
until the expiration date, which will approximately No- 
vember 1944, according information given the 
legal counsel for the Fund. are informed that claims 
any indication future claims have developed during 
the period since our last audit this Fund.

Concerning three major sources routine 
income were: (1) membership dues (6,295 members 
$10 each: $62,950) (2) advertising receipts from 
FORNIA AND WESTERN MEDICINE ($25,387.09) (3) tech- 
nical exhibit booth sales annual session ($5,375). 

During the year 1939, additional income was received 
from the Special Assessment levied the House Dele- 
gates, date June 1939. This assessment 1939 
added income $49,090, received from 4,909 members, 
each whom paid $10. All moneys received were de- 
posited special bank account under control the 
Committee Public Health Education, for use that 
committee carrying its work.

For the year 1939, the “estimated income” was placed 
$94,100 (the Auditor’s report states the estimate was 
exceeded, the “actual income” being $95,907.16). the

The deficit for the year may said have arisen, not 
through overdrafts budgeted items, but because the 
number and amounts “unforeseen expenditures,” in- 
cluded the “miscellaneous” item; the “miscellaneous” 
item 1939 reaching total $39,380.27, e., when loans 
$21,000 California Physicians’ Service are included. 

(b) Concerning Expenditures Due CALIFORNIA AND 
WESTERN expenditures CALIFORNIA 
AND WESTERN MEDICINE are considered the report 
the Business Manager the JouRNAL and, there- 
fore, will not discussed this report the Treasurer. 


Concerning the Bookkeeping and Business Procedures 
the Headquarters one sense, these are com- 
paratively simple. Thus, some 6,000 more members each 
pay exactly $10 annual dues, the burden collection 
the same falling the forty county society secretaries, 
who, from time time, send the headquarters office, 
lists paid members with checks cover; the names 
thereon then being checked and recorded the cards 
members.

II. REPORT THE SECRETARY 
the President and the House Delegates: 


The duties the Secretary, outlined Chapter VI, 
Section the by-laws are many and varied and place 
many definite responsibilities upon him, since acts 
the administrative executive officer for the constituted 
authorities the Association. short, the employee 
who deputized keep touch with all existing, pend- 
ing, and prospective activities the Association, well 
with its officers, committees, and component societies. 
For this work expected have broad knowledge 
the Association both regards its past and present poli- 
cies, that may able fullest possible service 
the component county units and the members the 
Association when called upon for opinions advice. 

Clerical Assistants—In his secretarial work, as- 
sisted one chief assistant, who represents him his 
absence from the office and who charge the files 
and also acts the stenographer Council and other 
important committee meetings. addition, there 
senior stenographer who takes most his dictations, and 
junior stenographer who the receptionist and who also 
receives dictation, does copy and other work the office. 
Two other employees are allocated separate depart- 
one, the bookkeeper the treasurer and the other 
the JouRNAL (the latter employee also giving 
part her time the optional defense work, for which 
service the “Medical Society the State 
pays $50 monthly apply her salary). 

recent years, with increase not only number 
members, but the number and variety medical prob- 
lems both state-wide and local nature, has taken more 
and more time carry the extensive correspondence 
the Association. This, not only because the quantity 
the letters received, but also owing their nature; 
many demanding serious consideration and study before 
replies may sent. the past ten years, may said 
that the work the headquarter’s office the Association 
has more than with, however, practically the same 
number employees. The central office, therefore, 
busy place, which leisure moments are few and far 
between. 

Extra Work Year 1939.—During the year 1939, 
addition the routine activities, the headquarters staff was 
called upon for much extra work. Thus, the special House 
Delegates assessment June 1939, meant that last 
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year the work incident collecting dues and recording the 
same had done twice instead once. The chiro- 
practic initiative necessitated much extra correspondence 
and work. the earlier months the year when the 
California Legislature was session, the Secretary was 
called give prompt aid the Committee Public 
Policy and Legislation, both routine and emergency 
matters. Federal legislation having with public health 
and medical practice problems also demanded increased 
with other organizations, both intra- and extra- 
state. 


Committee Public Association Secre- 
tary, his ex-officio capacity secretary the Com- 
mittee Public Relations, was called for much service 
that important body, for upon him fell the duty 
drafting the docket meetings, with placement thereon 
agenda considered the Committee. After the 
Committee had taken action thereon, then devolved upon 
him carry through completion the Committee’s in- 
structions. 


Similar responsibilities pertain the work the As- 
sociation Secretary, relation the activities the 
Council, Postgraduate, and special committees. 


Annual details arrangements for the 
annual session, both its scientific and business phases 
fall the Secretary’s shoulders, and for these intimate 
knowledge needs and facilities required. ex-officio 
chairman the Committee Scientific Work, the As- 
sociation Secretary required advise programs 
that they will truly representative and harmonious, and 
nature make for annual session meetings that will 
have appeal all who attend. 


Because the income received from the technical com- 
mercial exhibits counted cover most the expense 
incident annual session, important that this 
feature properly managed. The Del Monte technical 
exhibit 1939 was peak year regards income from 
this source, but spite certain disadvantages the in- 
come Coronado will even greater, the exhibit booth 
spaces having been sold the Secretary for total 
$5,600—a gratifying experience times economic stress 
such the present. 

Postgraduate Courses—Mention may made the 
Association Secretary’s duties connection with the work 
the Postgraduate Committee. considerable amount 
preliminary educational foundation work that was neces- 
sary seemed first unproductive, but its value has since 
been demonstrated, because through the information that 
was the headquarters office now position 
give quick responses requests for clinical courses. Only 
those who have had experience making arrangements 
for clinical courses can appreciate the difficulties involved, 
due the fact that each person who officially takes part, 
whether guest speaker member local com- 
mittee arrangements, has certain responsibilities which, 
not carried through, come back the headquarters office 
for readjustment. Among items needing such careful at- 
tention are: the topics discussed, the essayists 
selected, their places residence relation the cities 
which the conferences are held (in order that trans- 
expenses shall kept within bounds), the hours 
scheduled for lectures, etc. 


gratifying record that clinical courses the 
county societies are last getting under good headway 
California, with promise increasing usefulness all 
units which choose avail themselves the State As- 
facilities. 

California Medical Association 
federacy made the present time forty component 
county medical societies, with total membership 6,438 
licensed physicians and surgeons, December 31, 1939. 
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the reports the component county societies sub- 
mitted their respective secretaries, and which appear 
the “Pre-Convention Bulletin,” may found record 
the many and important activities carried the forty 
county units the State Association. perusal those 
reports will reveal how earnestly both local and general 
needs and trends are appreciated the officers and mem- 
bers the county societies. pleasing know that 
spite the continued and general economic stress 
recent times—in which the members the medical pro- 
fession have been made bear extra-heavy load—the 
membership the Association has not suffered loss, 
borne out the figures given the table below.

1939. During the present calendar year 1940, for the 
months January March inclusive, the total number 
new members who have been reported 127. Two years 
ago, 1938, there was total 558 new members, and 
1939 the new members totaled 553. will interesting 


note whether the year 1940 increase the number 
new members will recorded. 


Each county society urged make survey phy- 
sicians practice its territory, determine who among 
such would eligible for membership, and institute 
steps bring such members the profession into active 
affiliation. Today, never before, every physician posses- 
sing satisfactory qualifications should actively aligned 
with organized medicine, order that the standards 
scientific medicine, public health, and medical practice may 
maintained. 

Visits County Medical the past 
year the Association Secretary accompanied the President 
practically all the journeys made county societies, 
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joining with him presenting résumé Organized 
Medicine’s activities, and the work the Cali- 
fornia Medical Association particular. these trips 
was acting sort field secretary, carrying the 
local members the story what the Association was 
striving accomplish the solution some its major 
problems. The impression was formed that, while the 
members the component county societies are alert for 
portrayal organization work, also true that, 
regular routine, they are even more interested the 
problems scientific medicine. is, therefore, possible 
that too much too frequent emphasis organization 
problems would not long tolerated the meeting pro- 
grams county societies. The component groups desire 
have first-hand knowledge given them from time 
time their constituted state officers, but not overmuch. 
Moreover, state with the large geographical domain 
California, recurrent and frequent visits county socie- 
ties—granted that such appearances might acceptable— 
would soon run into total expenditures considerable 
amount that might not warranted the results attained. 


Also, during the past year, since the newly authorized 
Committee Public Health Education took its work, 
many the county societies have had the additional privi- 
lege receiving visits and talks its Counsel Public 
Relations, Mr. Marshall, and the Secretary the 
Public Health League, Mr. Read, who likewise have func- 
tioned somewhat the field secretaries. ad- 
dition, the county units have had the benefit visits from 
Councilors, that fairly generous and diversified pro- 
gram organization problems has been given throughout 
the state. All requests from county societies for speakers 
organization topics have been met. 


Fourth Annual Secretarial Conference with Association 
Officers and The opinions expressed 
members who have attended the conferences this and 
previous years indicated that the program carried through 
Sunday, February 18, measured the best standards. 
Years ago, before the present by-laws were adopted, 
was the practice have the House Delegates bring 
into being each year large number special committees. 
When the present by-laws were adopted 1929, this pro- 
cedure was discontinued through provision for standing 
committees, each with executive group three mem- 
whose members had staggering terms, that com- 
policies could carried through completion. 
Unfortunately, because California large state, 
was not possible for members the standing committees 
meet with any frequency, owing the heavy travel 
expense involved. 

overcome this impediment, the plan was devised 
hold annual conference chairmen standing com- 
mittees, they meet with officers the State Association 
and the secretaries the county societies. There can 
question concerning the value these annual confer- 
ences, because they make for unified approach and action 
carrying through the policies the State Association 
and its Component Societies. regretted that the 
financial costs practically confine such conferences one 
single annual session. 

might desirable consider the advisability 
holding additional conference the Sunday immedi- 
ately preceding the annual session. may interest 
for members know that the County Society Secretaries, 
through informal organization their own will meet 
again this year Sunday afternoon, May consider 
problems which they are especially interested. the 
same day, may noted program announcements, the 
radiologists and pathologists meet with analogous pur- 
pose, their meetings having taken increasing value for 
those attendance. 


Storage The storage room the 450 Sutter 
Building which was obtained the Secretary without 
extra rental has greatly relieved the crowded condition 
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the headquarters office rooms. Table equipment needed 
the Secretary’s office, properly care for the many items 
that are constantly going over his desk and that cannot 
placed the permanent files until brought completion. 

Cancer Exhibit the Golden Gate International Expo- 
cancer exhibit will reinstalled the Hall 
Science the Golden Gate International Exposition 
1940. The maintenance cost will kept down because 
rent for floor space will charged. Last year the Secre- 
tary was able secure donation floor space having 
value $800.

Editor and the Publication Committee, compliance with

MEDICINE more abbreviated form has the same appeal 
and value when appeared with: (1) original articles, 
each having two three discussions California col- 
leagues; (2) bedside medicine symposia, each containing 
articles from two four California (3) spe- 
cial articles containing pertinent and latest information 
concerning legislation related the public health and 
medical practice, medical service plans, and other topics 
important current interest. 


What should the function the official publication 
state medical association?

return their annual dues. natural that they should 
wish their official publication bring them full infor- 
mation concerning the problems organized and scientific 
medicine met with and recent years the 
attainment that end may said have been the special 
effort the Editor and the Committee Publications. 

Comparison with Other passing judg- 
ment upon CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN MEDICINE, re- 
lation editorial and other contents, and typographical 
format, important that the comparisons based upon 
actual examination and comparison with the official 
publications other state medical associations. When this 
has been done, the verdict nearly all cases has been 
favorable CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN From 
extrastate sources the past have come many words 
commendation, and from within the state, year and year 
out, the number criticisms received from members has 
been practically nil.

Criticisms and suggestions have always been 
welcomed the Editor and the Publication Committee, 
but very few have been received and since inspection and 
comparison with other state medical also has been 
favorable, was natural assume that the form which 
CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN MEDICINE was being brought 
off the press was satisfactory its readers. 


How Monthly Issue the Official Journal Pro- 
discussion how CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN 
should produced manner best fulfill 
its function, may permissible note the procedures 
through which its contents must before appearing 
monthly issue. 

The contents each issue naturally fall into two major 
groups: (1) scientific; and (2) organization; and these 
will commented separately. 

Procedure with Scientific Articles—The majority 
the original articles are annual session papers and these 
may said the first instance have already passed 
through what could termed several nonofficial editorial 
boards specialists, namely, the officers the twelve scien- 
tific sections the California Medical Association, who 
each year decide what papers that are offered for presenta- 
tion annual session shall accepted for placement 
their respective programs. may assumed that these 
officers are keenly alert secure for their respective sec- 
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tions the best papers that can produced California 
physicians. Many members who appear the section pro- 
grams are solicited the section officers present papers 
subjects which they have established reputations for 
excellent work. Therefore, the annual session papers which 
come the JouRNAL have already gone through 
the hands one selective group experts who are analo- 
gus editorial advisors, and whose opinions, given both 
before and after annual meeting, have been found 
much value the Editor and the Committee 
Publications. 


After the annual session papers have been received 
the Editor, other factors once come into action. Thus, 
since the JouRNAL must represent the entire 
State, important that there shall equitable geo- 
graphical distribution, for would not proper have 
practically all papers come from one two metropolitan 
centers. While true that more papers are received 
from such sources, those technical nature, and those 
which evident cannot used, are released for publi- 
cation elsewhere soon possible, upon authors’ requests 
otherwise. Papers not released may held the 
files for possible future use. Therefore, each issue 
the JouRNAL, effort made present arti- 
cles not only varying nature, but also from contributors 
who are practice different sections California. 

After author has been notified that his paper has been 
accepted, the manuscript must then carefully edited and 
subheaded the Editor, task mean proportions 
some cases. 

The manuscript then sent the printer for galley 
set-up, after which check made the printer’s proof- 
readers. The revised galley proofs then the Editor 
again proofread him, second set the galleys 
being sent the author for author’s proofreading and 
suggestions. 

Following which, the Editor sends the revised galleys 
the printer for insertion the and after 
which, revised galley proofs again come the Editor for 
recheck. 

When the article included among the contents 
monthly issue the JoURNAL, its page proofs 
must again checked. 

Upon the Editor, then, falls the major portion the 
procedures above outlined. such editorial work may 
said that best performed when haste made slowly 
other words, there are short cuts these procedures 
the mandates concerning diction and elimination typo- 
graphical errors are observed. 

Case report articles sent members component 
county societies follow course similar that outlined 
for original articles, except that with such contributions 
the Editor the judge whether the articles shall 
accepted. this department, because the articles are not 
lengthy, and for other reasons, greater latitude per- 
missible regards acceptance. 

Procedure with Articles Related Organized Medicine. 
The many items appearing the pages each issue, under 
the captions “State Medical Association” and “Miscel- 
lany,” receive the same punctilious attention that given 
other contributions. Here extra difficulties arise be- 
cause much the copy, the basic rules typing 
double space, etc., are not observed, thus creating extra 
work the editorial sanctum. 

the organization section the JouRNAL 
effort made include items that not only reveal the 
actions and major activities the Association’s officers 
and component societies, but also present other subject 
matter pertinent interest, such press items medical 
nature which may have escaped the eyes many readers. 
our present times, the better understanding federal, 
state, and local trends public health work and medical 
practice would seem warrant the limited space devoted 
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such purpose. From comments received many 
seem prefer this type information preference 
the inclusion one additional original article. 

addition the above, the Editor must decide what 
topics will discuss his editorials. For this department, 
intimate knowledge the work the Association 
years gone by, well current trends, essential. 

Committee Publications—An active editorial board 
could service the work outlined above, far 
relates selection articles accepted, relative 
time appearance, and other matters, but the proofread- 
ing, subheading, arrangement contents, instructions 
the printer matters typographical form, must still 
remain responsibilities which the Editor cannot shift. 

The Committee Publications would position 
function better active editorial and advisory board, 
transportation and per diem expenses were allocated for 
two more meetings each year, and such recommendation 
made. 

should evident that publication limited 
number text pages 96-page issue has approximately 
fifty text pages and forty-six advertising pages) divided 
authority editorial supervision would probably not make 
for the production good publication when the 
placement contents under the eye trained editor. 
newspaper, with page page miscellaneous mate- 
rial, managing and other necessary adjuncts, 
but the placement such multiple supervisors medi- 
cal publication limited pages would probably only lead 
confusion production steps, with little any im- 
provement contents. 

Here, again, the questions may all, how 
does CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN MEDICINE compare with 
the official publications other state medical 
And the form which has been distributed mem- 
bers the California Medical Association recent years, 
does does not fulfill its function satisfactory 
manner 

The answer these questions must left the mem- 
bers the Association for decision. However, because 
few criticisms have been received recent years, has 
been generally felt that CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN 
CINE had been performing its work creditable fashion. 

conclusion, the Editor wishes express the Publi- 
cation Committee and members the Association his 
appreciation for the generous given him 
his efforts have CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN MEDICINE 
representative the best California medicine.

II. REPORT THE BUSINESS MANAGER 
THE OFFICIAL JOURNAL 


For years the Secretary-Treasurer the Association 
has acted the “business manager” the official journal, 
CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN The duties the 
business manager, one sense, may said rather 
nominal, because experience has shown that under set-ups 
they exist medical journalism, the field operation 
for business manager quite circumscribed; unless 
himself takes over all advertising solicitation responsibility, 
and even then, will discussed later, the field work 
limited. 

The business side the consists 
two divisions: (1) income; and (2) expenditures. 

practically limited moneys re- 
ceived from advertising (in 1939 this item amounted 
$25,387.09, the largest any the official journals state 
medical associations that appear only once month) the 
other source being from nonmember subscriptions ($910.97 
from nonmembers the California Medical Association, 
and from sale individual issues) and $18,866 from the 
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California Medical Association cover the subscriptions 
6,288 members each. The subject income will 
commented more detail below. 

expenditures incurred 
through the JouRNAL, these may subdivided 
into two groups: (a) editorial and and (b) cost 
printing, binding, wrapping and mailing. 

The editorial and incidental expenditures (the (a) ex- 
are salaries plus some lesser items such supplies 
and postage. The salary the Editor less than that 
allocated several other state medical associations for 
their official publications lesser size, but greater circu- 
lation. (The former editor, the late William Musgrave, 
estimated his editorial services having worth $10,000 
yearly and that sum was ear-marked the Council, even 
though donated the same the California Medical As- 
sociation.) The clerical assistant the JoURNAL 
may said part-time, because $50 the monthly 
salary for services rendered the “Medical Society 
the State California.” Her total annual salary $2,250, 
but with the deduction $50 monthly the 
JourNAL’s portion $1,620. 

Printing Costs and Bids for 
the Work.—Printing, binding, wrapping and mailing, but 
not including second class postage ($29,467.25 1939), 
represents the amount The James Barry Com- 
pany, San Francisco, printers, who have printed the 
OFFICIAL the California Medical Association 
from the time its first issue came off the press November, 
1902. occasions, printing costs have been surveyed 
Council committees, the Council the past, each in- 
stance, deciding continue with the Barry Company. 
(Several years ago bids were received from Eastern 
firm through which, presumably, several thousand dollars 
yearly could have been saved. The Council decided that 
time—granted the costs would not have exceeded the bid 
prices—that the California Medical Association could not 
afford antagonize both California capital and labor, 
printing and mailing the JouRNAL the State 
Medical Association through Eastern printing house— 
even though some money might have been saved thereby. 
was felt that losses other directions probably would 
have nullified the prospective saving printing and dis- 
tribution. 

Bids were also secured from other California firms (in 
San Francisco and Los Angeles) but here also, that 
time, the Council concluded that the bid estimates would 
probably not work out practice for any considerable 
saving, and this opinion was practically agreed 
representatives the firms who had submitted the bids. 
Printing costs are higher California than Eastern 
States, and also higher the northern than the southern 
section California (higher San Francisco than Los 
Angeles, for instance, due shop systems, etc.). course, 
from time time, always order secure bids 
printing, check costs. remembered, however, 
this important fact, that the product produced and re- 
ceived, and upon which the bids are made, shall measure 
produced the past. 

Economies Printing—Certain economies have 
been made recent years, and additional savings can still 
made. Thus, was costing several hundred dollars 
yearly send CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN MEDICINE all 
American Medical Association delegates other states, 
acquaint them with California problems organized 
medicine. The Business Manager called attention this, 
and the Council discontinued the practice. For some years, 
response complaints from medical libraries, the front 
and back sections advertising pages were printed 
multiple-of-four signatures (in large printing jobs, pages 
are printed multiples four, for economy printing, 
folding, etc., order make binding volumes easier). 
More recently, this procedure has been discontinued. How- 
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ever, the front advertising section pages remains, and 
printed advance text pages. The back advertising 
section longer separate multiple-of-four signature, 
and now includes varying number last text pages. 

Advertising Pages Must the past, the 
extra signature four more pages, not used for ad- 
vertisements, meant that such portions would carry larger 
amount text reading matter. must not forgotten 
that advertising representatives big firms seem give 
preference publications which reading other in- 
formative text interspersed with advertisements. One 
needs only glance lay publications appreciate this 
fact. The table presented with this report (in which 
analysis made recent issues), itemizes the last right- 
hand column some the features contents that have 
added the routine costs monthly issues the last two 
years. Some such could have been dispensed with, even 
though they would have taken away from the interest 
certain issues. Other such extras, because their official 
stipulated size, say pages, then certain amount 
text features articles must omitted such issues. 

How Advertisements Are Placed—Under the present 
supervision, the placement the advertisements 
FORNIA AND WESTERN MEDICINE comparatively simple, 
the procedure laid down the Business Manager being 
that other than preferred space, special-price advertise- 
ments, two full-page advertisements shall face one 
another because such arrangement detracts from the dis- 
play and prominence each. Opposite every full-page 
advertisements page either Association roster in- 
formation, page which one-half more the 
space covered advertisements, the remaining portion 
containing text, so-called “filler material” rosters. 
Smaller advertisements are rotated position from month 
month away with stereotyped form. Advertisers 
appreciate such rotations. 

Arrangement text advertising copy comparatively 
simple because Eastern agencies usually send electro- 
plates proofs. 

Filler Material—The major sources filler material 
are: (a) the book reviews, the books received for review 
being then donated the libraries the San Francisco, 
Alameda, San Diego and Riverside County Medical Asso- 
ciations; (b) the “Twenty-Five Years Ago” items, col- 
umn which permits brief historical division each issue 
and (c) the California State Board Medical Examiners 
material, much which has been found real value 
members, while the same time rendering reciprocal 
service State Board upon which the medical profession 
must depend part for the maintenance medico-legal 
standards. the text material just mentioned similar 
material were not used CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN 
CINE, the belief the Editor-Business Manager that 
the less attractive advertising pages would result loss 
some the current advertising, and that would 
more difficult secure advertising from firms for whom 
announcements the OFFICIAL JoURNAL would accept- 
able. short, advertising pages high class medical 
journal are made too cold stereotyped, the publication 
has less appeal for advertising agencies, and the income 
from advertising sources then becomes less. 

Advertising Rates and Income Are 
AND WESTERN MEDICINE advertising rates are the highest 
any monthly publication state medical association, 
and the JouRNAL the California Medical Asso- 
ciation has the highest advertising income any the 
official monthly publications, although several, states 
with larger number physicians, have circulation con- 
siderably larger. That these high rates and income obtain 
would indicate that CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN MEDICINE 
has been produced recent years must have special 
appeal the advertising agencies from whom its adver- 
tisements are received. 
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Advertising Income and Commissions Since 
advertising income has varied from year year since the 
lush days the late twenties, but contrasted with graphs 
general conditions the business world show closely 
related analogy. matter fact, after the country’s 
economic slump 1929, the advertising income the 
OFFICIAL JouRNAL did not fall heavily with each 
the general depressions recessions did lines general 
business. still remains true, however, that big firms 
the East are reluctant make advertising contracts 
the generous program basis existing prior 1929.

United States Postal Laws Require Subscription Price 
for Members.—As previously stated, the total income 
CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN MEDICINE, given the report 
the certified public accountants $45,164 (of which 
$25,387.09 from advertising, $18,866 from subscription 
California Medical Association members, and $910.97 
from other subscriptions). 


The total expenditures CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN 
MEDICINE 1939 came $40,055.55, giving the 
profit $5,108.51 for the year. (In the financial 
reports several years past, the subscription price 
per member was not noted; thus giving the impression that 
the OFFICIAL JOURNAL was operating considerable loss, 
when fact, the reverse was the case. The postal laws 
the United States, governing second class matter, make 
subscription price mandatory. The California Medical As- 
sociation Council several years ago established the sub- 
scription price per member, twenty-five cents per 
copy, this amount allocated the credit CALIFORNIA 
AND WESTERN MEDICINE from moneys received annual 
dues from members. The certified public accountants have 
noted this allocation the 1939 report. Subscription price 
nonmembers per year.) 


the financial bookkeeping 
NIA AND WESTERN the following comments are 
made. The bookkeeping work very simple kind and 
covers between 125 and 150 advertisers, divided into the 
following groups: Group (1) which credited the 
Advertising Bureau the American Medi- 
cal Association,” the American Medical Association or- 
ganization which handles the advertising business, etc., 
big Eastern drug houses for thirty-four state medical jour- 
nals, about advertisements being received from that 
source; Group (2) containing varying total lesser 
advertisements, these being the credit Mr. Flynn, who, 
for more than twenty years advertising representa- 
tive CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN has covered 
the northern section California and through his very 
personal attention has been able keep many announce- 
ments the and last group, Group 
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(3) about advertisements which are credited the 
headquarters office the Association. 

All advertisements are made contract and are listed 
the same price from month month. The adver- 
tisements received through the American Asso- 
ciation Advertising Bureau are listed 
single sheet, the American Medical Association Bureau 
collecting the money therefor, sending then the Cali- 
fornia Medical Association single check cover the 
entire list. The advertisers Mr. Flynn’s group receive 
separate statements, the firms accredited the 
Headquarters Office group. This billing done monthly, 
simple nature and not over-great amount. 

Other Comments the Advertising 
American Medical Association Advertising 
Bureau handles the advertising larger firms the East 
for practically the entire list state medical journals, 
being understood that the state journals working through 
the American Medical Association Medical 
Advertising Bureau will leave that field the American 
Medical Association Bureau. That Bureau was brought 
into existence for the purpose bringing all state jour- 
nals the maximum income available from certain sources, 
minimum expense and confusion and cut-rating for 
the respective journals. The fact that practically all state 
journals have found advisable work through the 
Bureau, and according its rules, shows how well 
fulfills its function. Increased advertising income from 
this field over what now received, therefore practically 
impossible. Not work with the American Medical Asso- 
ciation Bureau would probably bring about decided 
income loss. The JouRNAL the California 
Medical Association has worked with the 
American Medical Association Advertising 
Bureau for years and has found the relationship, financially 
and otherwise, advantageous. 

Mr. Flynn, who has covered the local advertising the 
northern section California, has been with CALIFORNIA 
AND WESTERN MEDICINE for some twenty-two years. His 
group advertisers remain with the JoURNAL 
largely because his faithful attention and aid arrang- 
ing and following through their copy. generally 
conceded those position know, that the 
lost his services, its income would suffer. 

Difficulties Securing Advertising Representative 
for the Southern Section this connection 
mention may made three separate attempts the 
Council place advertising representative cover the 
southern section California, the years such endeavors 
1927 (V. contract) 1932 contract) and 1934 
contract).

service. The has been more fortunate 
with Mr. Flynn, who has been able successfully handle 
also the advertising the Bulletin the San Francisco 
County Medical Society. 

reliable and efficient advertising representative for 
CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN MEDICINE could secured 
cover the southern section the State, possible that the 
Council, spite its three unfavorable experiences 
the past, might again willing try the experiment. 
The difficulty find the right man solicitor for 
acceptable type advertising, and who would willing 
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accept the position the basis not conflicting with 
the advertising interests the local bulletins county 
medical societies. 

One other source possible income through the Head- 
quarters Office may mentioned. plan operation 
some state journals, providing for announcement cards 
members the Association. One state journal receives 
annual income several thousand dollars from this 
source. Some years ago, such cards were printed 
FORNIA AND WESTERN MEDICINE. However, because the 
many criticisms received, the Council ordered discon- 
tinuation the practice. 

Also, must not forgotten that the publications 
local societies may carry advertisements products that 
have not been approved the American Medical Asso- 
ciation Council, but AND WESTERN MEDICINE 
cannot this. 

the Del Monte Annual Session 1939, resolution 
was introduced, though subsequently withdrawn, whereby 
CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN MEDICINE monthly publi- 
cation would discontinued, its place and functions 
covered (a), volume annual transactions, containing 
certain number papers read annual sessions, and 
(b), which organization activities would 
printed.

The estimates in- 
dicated that the printing and distribution costs would exceed

must apparent that the advertising income would 
greatly decreased under such plan. Consequently, carry 
out the plan then proposed, would require larger propor- 
tion annual dues allocated than has been necessary 
meet that portion the costs CALIFORNIA AND WEST- 
ERN MEDICINE not covered the advertising income.

(the typesetting and preparation the press having been 
covered the base price). 

The entire mailing list during the past year has 
necessitated order about 6,895 copies monthly, this 
order being given after the number new members, adver- 
tising, and other additions have been added. Experience 
has shown that necessary order about seventy-five 
copies above the mailing list each month, order 
have hand reserve copies for members, prospective 
advertisers, and other subscribers, and the end year 
practically none such extra copies may remain.

During the past year, therefore, the 
duties the director the Department Public Rela- 
tions and the secretary the Committee Public 
Relations—whose members carry the work the De- 
partment—were vested not two persons, but one. 

When the Department Public Relations was first 
organized 1931, operated office its own, with 
full-time director and clerical assistant.

REPORT THE LEGAL DEPARTMENT 


the President and the House Delegates: 


order that you may have concise statement with 
respect the work performed behalf the Associ- 
ation the Legal Department during the past year, 
shall undertake herein outline the particular legal 
matters requiring our services. 

1938, the California Medical Associ- 
ation, being nonprofit, scientific and educational as- 
sociation doctors medicine, was held exempt from 
federal, income and capital stock taxes, state franchise 
taxes and federal and state social security taxes. set 
our last annual report, the United States Com- 
missioner Internal Revenue September, 1938, revoked 
the Association’s exemption from social security taxes. 
The exemption from federal, income and capital stock 
taxes was continued but different ground. Previously, 
the Association had been exempt the ground that was 
scientific and educational association. Since September, 
1938, has been exempt from income and capital stock 
taxes, the theory, announced the Commissioner 
Internal Revenue, that the California Medical Association 
“business league.” 

above stated, since September, 1938, the Association 
and its employees have been subjected both unemploy- 
ment and old-age social security taxes. reported last 
year, the Legal Department recommended the Council 
that acquiesce the ruling the Commissioner 
Internal Revenue and commence payment social security 
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taxes from the date the ruling, namely, September 
1938. However, the Federal Government has contended 
that the Association not only liable for social security 
taxes since September, 1938, but also liable for the years 
1936 and 1937 and the first nine months 1938. That 
say, retroactive effect was sought given the 
business league ruling. prepared formal protest and 
submitted the Commissioner Internal Revenue, 
but the Commissioner denied it. Finally, the Association 
was forced pay social security taxes plus penalties for 
the years 1936, 1937 and 1938, during all which time 
exemption ruling was effect. After payment the 
Association, refund claim was prepared and filed this 
department, and have recently been notified that the 
refund claim rejected. The Council has directed that 
action commenced the federal courts behalf 
the Association against the United States recover the 
amounts paid. 


addition, both the federal and state governments have 
contended that all officers, councilors, and committee mem- 
bers the California Medical Association are “employees” 
and subject pay-roll taxes. our opinion this view 
contrary both the federal and state social security stat- 
utes, and behalf the Association have from time 
time protested this view. With respect the State Un- 
employment Reserves Act, the California legislature, 
its last session, amended the Act provide specifically 
that unpaid officers are not employees. Hence, far 
the state concerned, the point has now been settled. How- 
ever, the Federal Government still contends that all officers, 
councilors, and committee members are employees and 
threatening distraint and seizure the Association’s 
property has actually collected from the Association con- 
siderable amounts. The sums collected are claimed the 
Federal Government payable under Title the 
Social Security Act, which only applies employers 
eight more persons. fact, the Association has less 
than eight paid employees and not subject Title 
taxes unless the Government’s contention that all officers, 
councilors, and committee men are employees sound. 
stated above, believe that such contention com- 
pletely unsound. After payment the Association, refund 
claims were prepared and have now been filed with 
the Bureau Internal Revenue. 

may noted from the foregoing and from our re- 
ports for the past two three years, the taxation problems 
the Association are becoming more and more acute and 
are requiring more and more our time. the number 
tax statutes continues increase, and the tendency 
Government reach and tax every possible source 
revenue continues intensify, may reasonably 
concluded that the tax problems the Association are 
likely become even more pressing and more burdensome. 


have devoted considerable space taxation because 
think the subject merits your careful consideration, not 
with respect specific tax questions, but with respect 
the larger problem taxation whole. 

Basic Science the past year the Com- 
mittee Public Relations devoted great deal its 
time the study basic science legislation. the re- 
quest the Committee, prepared draft the Basic 
Science Initiative. This draft was reviewed the Com- 
mittee and suggestions made. then prepared second 
draft which was again reviewed the Committee and 
the Bureau Legal Medicine and Legislation the 
American Medical Association. After receiving the sug- 
gestions the Bureau Legal Medicine and Legislation 
and the Committee Public Relations, third and final 
draft was prepared, which understand has now been 
submitted the Council for its consideration. Consider- 
able time was devoted basic science legislation 
effort make the initiative perfect possible. 
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Chiropractic will undoubtedly recalled 
that group chiropractors caused initiative 
placed the ballot the special election held No- 
vember, 1939. the summer 1939 and the request 
the Association, carefully reviewed the chiro- 
initiative, compared with the existing Chiro- 
practic Act and other statutes and judicial decisions bear- 
ing upon the practice chiropractic and prepared clause 
clause analysis the initiative for the use the 
Association and individual doctors medicine the cam- 
paign against the initiative. During the fall devoted 
considerable time the preparation arguments against 
the adoption the initiative, and, addition, attended 
number public meetings and aided and assisted the 
presentation arguments against the initiative. 


Osteopathic reported last year, court 
proceeding was commenced osteopathic physician 
and surgeon early 1939 against the State Board Edu- 
cation which the osteopathic physician sought order 
the Court directing the State Board Education 
grant him health and development certificate under 
the School Code. Previous this case the State Board 
Education has maintained the position that only doctors 
medicine are entitled health and development certifi- 
cates. The Superior Court Sacramento County decided 
the case favor the osteopathic physician the theory 
that the Osteopathic Act osteopathic physician and 
surgeon has exactly the same statutory rights and privi- 
leges physician and surgeon licensed the Board 
Medical Examiners. The Attorney-General, representing 
the State Board Education, applied this decision and 
just recently the District Court Appeal has rendered 
opinion affirming the trial court’s judgment. This means 
that osteopathic physicians and surgeons holding physicians’ 
and surgeons’ certificates issued the Board Osteo- 
pathic Examiners may now secure from the State Board 
Education, health and development certificates permit- 
ting them act school physicians the public schools 
this state. 

Smith vs. Kern County Medical years 
ago Dr. Joe Smith was expelled from the Kern County 
Medical Society. His expulsion was affirmed appeal 
the Council the California Medical Association and 
the Judicial Council the California Medical As- 
sociation. After the decision the American Medical 
Association, Doctor Smith commenced proceeding the 
Superior Court Kern County seeking court order 
reinstating him member the Kern County Medical 
Society. Attorney Alfred Siemon Bakersfield repre- 
sented the Kern County Medical Society the action and 
was successful securing judgment the Superior 
Court favorable the County Society. Subsequent this 
decision, Doctor Smith appealed the District Court 
Appeal. The case now pending before that court and 
written briefs have been prepared behalf both par- 
ties. The brief behalf the Kern County Medical So- 
ciety was prepared Mr. Siemon with the assistance 
this department. copy the brief has been filed with 
the Secretary the Association. The decision, when ren- 
dered, will have far-reaching effect upon the California 
Medical Association well upon the Kern County 
Medical Society because this the first court case arise 
since the adoption the House Delegates the new 
disciplinary code (which now contained Chapter 
the by-laws). addition, the decision favorable 
the Kern County Medical Society, will necessarily 
establish the legal right each county medical society 
discipline those its members who refuse comply with 
the ethical standards the profession.

During the past year great deal our time has been 
devoted the legal problems which confront California 
Physicians’ Service. reported the House Dele- 
gates its special meeting Los Angeles December, 
1938, there some question with respect whether 
not voluntary nonprofit medical service plan constitutes 
the doing insurance business. you may recall, the 
House Delegates instructed the Council cause non- 
profit membership corporation formed rather than 
insurance corporation. Hence, California Physicians’ 
Service not insurance company but, the contrary, 
incorporated under the general nonprofit corporation 
law. was anticipated, shortly after the formation 
California Physicians’ Service, the Insurance Commis- 
sioner communicated with Dr. Ray Lyman Wilbur, Presi- 
dent California Physicians’ Service, and stated that 
the opinion thte Insurance Department medical service 
plan constituted insurance. then took the matter 
with Attorney-General Earl Warren and Deputy Attorney- 
General Neil Cunningham, and after full discussion and 
exhaustive analysis authorities, determined that 
order settle the point, would wise for California 
Physicians’ Service commence action seeking declara- 
tory relief. Accordingly, prepared complaint be- 
half California Physicians’ Service seeking declaratory 
relief (viz., asking the Court declare that nonprofit 
medical service plan offering free choice physician 
not insurance) and late September, 1939, filed com- 
plaint the Superior Court the City and County 
San Francisco. This action now pending, and when 
finally decided, will determine the legal status 
fornia Physicians’ Service. are very pleased report 
that since commencement the action, the United States 
Court Appeals for the District Columbia has decided 
Jordan vs. Group Health Association that nonprofit 
medical service plan somewhat similar California Phy- 
sicians’ Service except that, unlike California Physicians’ 
Service, does not offer free choice physician, not 
engaged insurance business. This decision the only 
case the United States which directly bears upon the 
problem involved, and quite encouraging that 
favorable the position taken the House Delegates. 


addition the foregoing proceeding, have de- 
voted vast amount time the preparation contracts 
and agreements and the handling the ordinary routine 
legal business California Physicians’ Service, which 
necessarily arises day day.

Dr. George Reinle, Chairman the Medical Defense 
Committee, wishes again call the attention the House 
Delegates and the membership that the Medical Society 
the State California renders service all members 
the California Medical Association who are good 
standing their county medical societies and who hold 
policy with insurer authorized law issue phy- 
sicians’ defense and indemnity policies and with coverage 
least $5,000 the payment annual dues $10. 

Membership therein means that you have the privilege 
indemnification (in accordance with the Society’s sched- 
ules and regulations) for the cost personal attorney 
any claim suit for malpractice brought against you. 
the event dispute with your insurance company 
(which the past has not been uncommon experience) 
the personal attorney will protect your interests and cause 
your insurance company fulfill the terms your policy. 

Although your liability insurance policy provides you 
with the services attorney, that attorney, under the 
ethics and principles his profession, must represent your 
insurance carrier first, and hence his defense you 
directed the fulfillment his client’s conception its 
contract with you, and the company’s interests which 
must all times protect. 


The personal attorney provides for you consultation and 
supervision all legal problems and trial conduct, thus 
assuring full protection your personal and professional 
interests. 


The Medical Society the State California, sepa- 
rate voluntary organization, reimburses you indemnifies 
you for expenses for the services attorney who will 
with your insurance company’s attorney, thereby 
providing you with competent personal legal counsel. 


Insurance companies operating this field welcome the 
assistance your personal attorney can give them. 

The Public Relations Committee, the instigation 
the Medical Defense Committee, developed brochure 
which will mailed every member the California 
Medical Association. believe the suggestions contained 
therein, adopted our county medical societies Cali- 
fornia, and observed the California Medical 
ation members, will bring about decrease the number 
malpractice suits our state, and lessening the 
costs malpractice coverage. 


not necessary remind the members the Cali- 
fornia Medical Association that recent years one com- 
mercial insurance carrier after the other has withdrawn 
from California, until only one two such regularly 
licensed companies offer medical defense coverage phy- 
sicians our state, and that limited amount, lower 
ceilings coverage, and other restrictions. has been 
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necessary, therefore, for many physicians secure ad- 
ditional coverage from surplus line company, such 
Lloyd’s London, whose “broad policy” has been pur- 
chased considerable number physicians. The repre- 
sentative the only American Company writing mal- 
practice insurance California made the statement that 
his company declining insure physicians whose prac- 
tice limited orthopedics and roentgenology, and in- 
suring only limited number those who practice surgery 
and then only for $2,500 for one case and $7,500 limit 
for three. 

malpractice suits and the damages assessed could 
reduced number and amount, might possible 
bring back again medical defense costs, etc., that would 
less amount and somewhat harmony with the 
prices former years. That what the Committee 
Public Relations hopes its booklet medical defense will 
help reéstablish.

The last 1939 regular session the California Legis- 
lature remained session for longer time period than any 
preceding legislative body. also carried off the record 
all-time high the number proposed laws submitted 
the Assembly and Senate bodies. More than one hundred 
these bills had public health and medical implications, 
some serious nature. was necessary for your Com- 
mittee Public Policy and Legislation carefully inspect 
the language practically all measures introduced, 
order make certain that there were inclusions that 
might subsequently turn out menaces the best stand- 
ards the public health and scientific medicine. reports 
that have appeared CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN MEDICINE, 
detailed information has been given concerning legislation 
that had special interest for members the medical profes- 
sion, and not necessary this report recapitulate. 

Mention must made, however, concerning the pro- 
posed law establish compulsory health medical serv- 
ice system California, and which was aggressively 
supported certain advocates that type legislation.

The Committee Public Relations came into existence 
standing committee group 1931, through reso- 
lution Dr. Fred Clark, the resolution being 
harmony also with recommendations made the then 
president the California Medical Association, Dr. Lyell 
Kinney San Diego. 

The social unrest which had been much evidence 
during the last two decades had impressed members 
the California Medical Association with the need for 
deliberative body that would have time give serious 
study problems organized medicine. The necessary 
amendments the by-laws were adopted the House 
Delegates, and the Council promptly set work estab- 
lish the new department firm foundation. separate 
director, clerical assistance and office room were obtained 
and work proceeded active manner for several years 
under the committee chairmanship turn Doctors John 
Graves, Charles Dukes, and George Reinle. 


The Public Relations made nine 
the other standing committees whose work 
related public and the California Medical 
Association president, and secretary. 


Broad its report for the year 1933-1934, 
the Committee recited broad program accomplishment. 
Outstanding were the following: 

survey the various hospital and medical service 
plans proposed operation, and with the 
component societies this connection. 

campaign for the elimination pay patients from 
public hospitals and the establishment throughout the state 
plan for the admission indigent patients only. 

survey medical books the shelves public 
libraries counties with population 10,000 more, 
which included the preparation list medical books 
for library use. 

membership campaign. 

Employment publicity representative, which re- 
sulted the preparation for the lay press series 
popular authentic articles suitable medical subjects. 
These were widely used, going 250 newspapers. 

Installation exhibits both the State Fair and 
the Los Angeles County Fair, which were attended 
700,000 persons. 


Preparations for the establishment county speakers’ 
bureaus. 


Activities Year the foregoing 
program was successfully continued, activities were ex- 
tended and new ones added. Visual education was under- 
taken the form Public Health Institutes sponsored 
county units. However, after the first institute, held 
Oakland, was deemed advisable expend the appropri- 
ation for exhibit the San Diego Exposition. co- 
operative program education with state and lay agencies 
was instituted. 

important service rendered the Committee 
Public Relations the time when President Dukes was 
its chairman, related the recognition hospitals the 
proper professional status doctors medicine charge 
hospital departments radiology and pathology. 
nothing more than that had been done, the Committee 
Public Relations would more than have justified its exist- 
ence. Equally important problems face the future. 
Doctor Dukes, member the American Medical 
Association House Delegates also took active part 
having our national organization approve the principles 
laid down the California Medical Association regarding 
the professional status pathologists and radiologists. 

Progress this period the Com- 
mittee through its director gave good deal attention 
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good-will program, extending the program previously 
established. 

Work 1939-1940.—After these several years 
active work, owing other demands upon the Cali- 
fornia Medical Association funds, was found necessary 
greatly cut down appropriations for the Depart- 
ment Public Relations. The Committee continued its 
work well could under the changed conditions, 
but due lack funds some the important recom- 
mendations could not carried out. Consequently, the 
Department ceased function vigorously its first 
years. 

Basic Science present committee began its 
active work shortly after the Del Monte session 1939. 
The Council commissioned the Committee draft basic 
science law, and much work has been done connection 
therewith. The reports the prior special committee, 
which Doctor Kress was chairman, basic science 
law were found considerable value, because factors 
such the complexion the examining board and similar 
matters relation California needs and environment 
had been carefully studied. The American Medical As- 
sociation draft was used and gotten into form our 
legal counsel. later drafts, many the suggestions 
received from the Bureau Legal Medicine the Ameri- 
can Medical Association were incorporated. Without going 
into detail concerning the has been drawn 
the California Medical Public 
Relations, may sufficient say that our draft 
harmony with, and has the fundamental 
principles the basic science other states the 
union. believe the third draft, submitted the 
Committee, one that could perform good public health 
service, and hope such law will find place among the 
California statutes. 

Your Committee had hoped would possible pre- 
sent basic science law the form initiative 
November the present year. Unfortunately, such 
measure, placed the ballot proposed initiative, 
would necessitate expenditure about $60,000. How- 
ever, the decision the expenditure large sum 
rests with the House Delegates and the Council. An- 
other reason for not placing this year’s state election 
ballot due the fact that compulsory health initiative 
will have place thereon. follows that would 
confuse voters physicians urged citizens vote yes for 
basic science initiative and compulsory health 
initiative. 

Concerning other possible ways bring basic science 
into being, might possible, course, have such 
law passed the legislature. true that would 
then not apply the other healing-art groups already 
having legal recognition and separate boards California 
but would, nevertheless, act effective stop-gap 
the efforts other cultist groups that are knocking the 
doors California, attempts secure the state’s legal 
sanction for their methods practice. After all, that 
one the special purposes basic science law, namely, 
keep California from inflicting its citizens, poorly 
educated and incompetent groups cultist practitioners. 
submit this thought, more personal point view, 
for whatever suggestive value may possess. Such 
statute submitted the legislature could exempt all 
applicants who the future would seek licenses prac- 
tice medicine California, and who were able show 
licenses from satisfactory medical examining boards 
other states that they had been practice for least 
three years. basic science law such nature might 
somewhat nuisance future and recent graduates 
medicine, but kept California from licensing groups 
such the naturopaths, physiotherapists, and what not, 
the ends attained would seemingly justified. 
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These thoughts concerning the possibility basic 
science statute through enactment the legislature are 
submitted only because the interest which many mem- 
bers have the subject. 

Brochure Medical Defense—The second important 
piece work which your Committee Public Rela- 
tions has been engaged during the past year has 
with the compilation brochure medical defense. 
the plan send copy every member the Cali- 
fornia Medical Association. 

believe the suggestions contained the brochure, 
adopted our county medical societies 
observed the California Medical Association members, 
will bring about decrease the number malpractice 
suits our state, and lessening the costs malpractice 
coverage. 

should not necessary remind members the 
California Medical Association that recent years one 
commercial insurance carrier after the other has with- 
drawn from our state, until now only one two such 
regularly licensed companies offer medical defense cover- 
age physicians, and that limited amounts, lower ceil- 
ings coverage, and with other restrictions. that 
account, has been necessary for many physicians 
secure additional coverage through “surplus line com- 
pany,” such Lloyd’s London, whose so-called “broad 
policy” has been purchased considerable number 
physicians. The representative the only American com- 
pany that still writing fairly extensive malpractice 
insurance California made the statement his company 
declining insure those whose practice limited 
orthopedics and roentgenology the company selecting the 
physicians whom will insure who practice surgery, and 
these only for $2,500 for one case, and $7,500 limit 
for three. 

malpractice suits and the damages assessed could 
reduced number and amount, might possible 
again establish medical defense costs, etc., that would 
less amount than present, and somewhat more 
harmony with the prices former years. That what 
the Committee Public Relations hopes its brochure 
medical defense will help bring about. 

The Committee hopes the county societies and members 
will give the booklet and the suggestions contained therein 
careful consideration. 

Compulsory Health Insurance Booklet: “On the Wit- 
ness Stand.”—Much the literature concerning foreign 
compulsory health insurance systems antiquated, and 
such form time-consuming and unsatisfactory 
for quick reading and understanding. The same criticism 
applies many the writings medical service and 
group hospitalization plans. 

1936, the Public Relations Bureau the Medical 
Society the State New York published “question 
and answer” booklet compulsory health insurance plans 
and statistics that brought these topics quite date. 
Two years ago the Medical Society the State Penn- 
sylvania distributed 30,000 copies the booklet when 
legislative attempt for compulsory health bill was made 
that state. Last year the booklet was revised and still 
further brought date. 

Your California Medical Association Committee 
Public Relations was impressed with the value this 
booklet that carries the title, “On the Witness Stand,” and 
last year used part its budget funds purchase supply 
these booklets, that every member the California 
Medical Association might receive copy. These book- 
lets will mailed the same time the brochures 
medical defense. hoped that the physicians the 
state will read this booklet, because the information con- 
tained therein will enable members the medical pro- 
fession give proper answers the many questions that 
will coming the front,.more and more, the heat 
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the propagandist campaign for the November, 1940, 
compulsory health initiative makes itself felt. 

American Medical Association Press Releases Cali- 
fornia the courtesy the Ameri- 
can Medical Association authorities, one hundred copies 
the American Medical Association press releases are 
received every Monday, and are then remailed, with 
letter transmittal, one hundred the weekly and 
semiweekly newspapers California. This line with 
the policy keeping local editors acquainted with the 
advances scientific medicine. The weekly American 
Medical Association press releases are compiled ex- 
perienced newspaperman and are printed form for ready 
use and insertion local newspapers. Thus, minimum 
cost, are able disseminate information concern- 
ing scientific medicine among selected group editors 
who can much help the solution some 
our legislative and other problems. 

Conclusion—What has been presented should indi- 
cate that your Committee Public Relations has been 
striving its part study group tasks assigned 
the Council and other work. Problems such 
the utilization the educational facilities state and 
county fairs, the improvement classifications tele- 
phone directories with elimination cultist practitioner’s 
names from M.D. groupings, county hospital problems, 
commercial medical service and hospital issues, are some 
the other matters receiving attention, and which 
report may made the future. 

From his own experience member the Council 
and the House Delegates during number years, the 
Chairman this Committee feels owes the As- 
sociation definitely and emphatically record that 
our Association would commit real error did not 
continue its Committee Public Relations. This com- 
mittee came into existence, part, make possible for 
the chairmen keymen the California Medical As- 
sociation standing committees meet and discuss medical 
problems having public relation aspects, and bringing 
this about the work some our standing committees 
may said have had their first real activation. the 
same time the Committee was means bringing into 
being deliberative body that had sufficient time permit 
study special problems and existent policies that could 
reported back the Council for further consideration 
and action. 

also belief that the make-up the Committee 
Public Relations was well thought out when was 
organized, for the reason that the Council selects for 
positions the standing committees those members the 
Association who have shown interest certain fields. The 
chairman each standing committee also selected 
the Council and given that office because presuma- 
bly fitted for such responsibility. may assumed that 
the Council seeks find for these positions those mem- 
bers best suited for the work the different committees. 
They turn, members the Committee Public 
Relations, carry their standing committee work 
better advantage because this experience and outlook. 

the Committee Public Relations abolished, there 
left such group our Association, be- 
cause the Council, with its many problems, must proceed 
rapid manner its meetings. are train our 
younger men grow with our Association’s problems, 
where can find better school than the Committee 
Public Relations? Its past work the best token 
the service would able render the future for the 
California Medical Association. 

Chairman the Committee Public Relations, the 
valuable services that have been rendered the younger 
members the Committee. have been much impressed 
not only their willingness faithfully perform the 
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tasks assigned them, but the good judgment they 
have shown and the sound opinions they have expressed 
when the Committee was considering its studies. The 
Committee Public Relations used only portion its 
budgeted funds ($1,704 out permitted $3,000 for the 
year 1939 the budget), the unused balance, according 
the Association’s rules, being longer available be- 
cause the succeeding budget becomes operative. The Com- 
mittee’s major expenditures were for the booklets, “On 
the Witness Stand,” and the transportation expenses for 
the several meetings which the matters discussed this 
report were studied and reports drafted. The budget 
the Department Public Relations for the present year, 
1940, $1,000, namely, $2,000 less than the amount allo- 
cated last year.

Frank Makinson, Chairman 
Karl Schaupp, Secretary 
Samuel Ayres, Jr. Junius Harris 
Thomas Card Dewey Powell 
Lowell Goin Charles Dukes 
the President and the House Delegates: 

This committee was created resolution passed 
the House Delegates its regular session May, 1939. 
The committee was promptly appointed the Council, 
and its initial meeting was held Sacramento June 11, 
1939, which time the committee was organized, and 
policy was formulated after thorough discussion and 
study the resolutions which created the committee. All 
members who had presented similar resolutions for con- 
sideration the House Delegates were contacted 
assist formulating the policy. These have been presented 
the membership from time time. 

The Committee adopted liberal attitude the inter- 
pretation the resolution. Part the resolution seemed 
embrace the work the Public Relations Committee 
and the Committee Public Health and Legislation. 
was deemed neither desirable nor feasible parallel, dupli- 
cate, overlap the functions those committees and, 
result, this committee recommended the Council 
the California Medical Association that the present Com- 
mittee Public Policy and Legislation designated 
the “Executive Group” the Committee Public Policy 
and Legislation, with the accepted powers and duties 
executive group. Since this committee interpreted its 
instructions the resolution include the work the 
Committee Public Policy and Legislation, policies 
regarding our economic and political interests, and also 
carrying the program education public health wel- 
fare, was deemed highly advantageous combine the 
activities the two committees this phase the work.

The sum 
$13,040.58 was allotted defray the expenses that cam- 
paign. was well executed Ben Read the Public 
Health League, codperation with Ross Marshall our 
committee, that excellent results were obtained with the 
expenditure $11,369.25. The Committee points with 
pardonable pride that the proposition was defeated 
two one vote. Public officials were educated through the 
medium radio broadcasting, campaign speeches, edi- 
torials, and endorsements organizations opposition 
the Chiropractic Initiative. More than three hundred 
editorials were clipped from California newspapers urging 
the public vote “No” the Chiropractic Initiative. 

With that task out the way, the Committee initiated 
and set codperation with county units, further 
speakers’ bureaus, the extent that thirty-eight out 
forty the county associations have secretaries 
speakers’ bureaus carry the work. Forty-seven ap- 
proved speeches were mimeographed and placed the dis- 
posal these secretaries the subject “Voluntary 
versus Compulsory Health Insurance.” 


Arrangements were made with the State Department 
Education submit list doctor-speakers appear 
before Adult Education Discussion Forums California 
high schools speak voluntary medical plans opposed 
compulsory plans, well any general medical topics 
interest, the Committee agreeing pay actual traveling 
expenses for speakers. 

Two bulletins have been issued the members the 
California Medical Association effort keep the 
membership informed the progress the work. One 
these carried the request that members, wherever possi- 
ble give their professional printing their local news- 
papers maintaining printing plants, and indication 
appreciation this request the California Newspaper 
Publishers’ Association reprinted the item its confi- 
dential bulletin its members. 

The Committee, with the sanction the Council, devised 
plans for annual essay contest for students the Cali- 
fornia high schools and first-year students junior col- 
leges, with the the California State De- 
partment Education, subjects may designated 
the Committee. first prize $50, second prize $25, 
and $10 for third will offered. This should stimulate 
great deal interest the English Department the 
schools, well favorable responsive interest the 
part the parents. 


Doctor Griggs, physician the Scripp, Claremont, and 
Pomona colleges Pomona, directed the Committee’s 
attention the fact that many students upon entering 
college were uninformed the proper relationship be- 
tween the scientific practice medicine and the various 
cults. result this information, $100 worth pam- 
phlets containing proper information were placed the 
disposal students the above-named colleges. this 
experiment over period three months proves 
successful, hoped that this influence may extended 
the same method other California colleges. The 
schools higher education were also checked distri- 
bution the magazine Hygeia. was found that all but 
ten were already subscribers. The Committee sent the

This Association Cali- 
fornia may called the “watch dog” protecting the 
science and the art medicine for the benefit the sick 
and increased efficiency the doctor medicine and 
the public health the State. 


THE SECRETARIAL DIVISION 


The Secretarial Office the charge secretary 
appointed the Council. His present activities consist 
reviewing all incoming and outgoing mail; interviewing 
physicians and others wishing transact business with the 
Central Office working plans for special activities, such 
as, California Physicians’ Service, special election prob- 
lems and legislative activities; arranging details com- 
mercial and scientific exhibits and other arrangements for 
the Annual Session; mapping the scientific program and 
the postgraduate activities. Director the Depart- 
ment Public Relations and Secretary the Committee 
Public Relations and member the Committee 
History and officio all committees. attends all 
Council meetings and visits nearly all component county 
societies. The Secretary also the Association Treasurer. 


The Secretary has five office assistants. Duties generally 
are follows: 


No. Handles the minutes the California Medical 
Association, Trustees the California Medical Association 
and Committee Public Relations. She keeps record 
books and files these organizations. She takes the 
Secretary’s dictation, gathers records, handles placement 
bureau, does mimeograph work, is in charge of the office 
during the absence of the Secretary and acts as stenog- 
rapher, etc., the Annual Session. Salary, $185 per month. 

No. Keeps the books for the California Medical Asso- 
ciation, Trustees the California Medical Association, 
Social Security and Unemployment Reserve Taxes and 
California Medical Association Special Assessment Fund. 
She makes bank deposits, makes financial statements, 
attends to records of members and prospective members, 
makes out checks for bills, etc., and keeps the books, etc., 
for CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN MEDICINE. Salary, $185 per 
month. 

No. Keeps the books for the Medical Society the 
State of California and its records and cares for most of 
the details of CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN MEDICINE. Salary, 
$185 per 

No. receptionist, answers telephone, takes dicta- 
tion, does mimeographing and assists filing, Salary, 
$120 per month. 


No. occupied similarly No. Salary, $100 per 
month. 

The secretarial office 450 Sutter Street, San Francisco, 
consists 1,206 square feet plus basement store-room 
square feet and extra 200 square feet (Room No. 
2040). The rental $3,425 year month month 
basis. 


Probably cheaper quarters could secured, more 
space secured elsewhere for the same rental. However, 
there certain standard and prestige maintained 
the Association. The large room does provide for the 
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several committee meetings and thus convenience 
files these meetings, etc., and savings that quarters 
not have provided for rented hotels else- 
where for these committee meetings. The present.location 
central and well known the membership throughout 
the State and questionable whether the small saving 
obtained changing headquarters location would 
advantage the Association. 


present there lease contract. The Association 
rents month month basis, the previous five-year 
lease having expired February 28, 1939. 


Since this committee empowered make survey 
the Secretary’s Office, may interest mention 
some the items falling within necessary office operating 
expenses 


Postage: The budget allowance for 1939 was $750. 
note that as of July 31, there was an over-expenditure of 
$19.66 above the allocated $750, and December 31, 
there was over-expenditure $232.35. seems that 
postage costs may be too great as compared with previous 
years and that some savings could instituted de- 
creasing the number multiple copies letters, copies 
various officers and committee members and restricting 
air mail and special delivery services to absolutely neces- 
sary items. Incidentally this may have direct bearing 
upon the stenographic force, that notice that 
considerable part one stenographer’s time has been de- 
voted the making multiple copies various letters, 
articles, which are stored away with the idea that 
some time the future may necessary mail them 
to some officer or committeeman. Total approximated 
postage cost for 1939, $1,278, exclusive mailing costs for 
CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN MEDICINE, but including amounts 
charged Committee Postgraduate Activities, Public 
Relations, etc. 1937 postage costs were $461; 1938, 
$765, and 1939, $1,278. 

Telephone and Telegraph: The budget allocation 
for this item $750. July the balance was only 
$166.81 and December 31, there was over- 
expenditure of $24.55 above the budget allocation. In 
comparison with past years the amount $750 should 
sufficient and feel that possibly some slight econ- 
omy could instituted this item. 

Office Supplies: This item includes adding machine 
inspection and repairs; bond indemnities, carfare, fur- 
niture moving, workmen’s compensation and fire and office 
equipment insurance, messenger service, notary fees, type- 
writer inspection and repairs and the like. Budget allow- 
ance $500. July 31, there was deficit $265.65, 
whereas, the same date for 1938, there was balance 
$163.86. December 31, 1939, there was over-expen- 
diture $122.90. (Financial statements show variable 
figures for expenditures this item No. July 31, 1939, 
the deficit was listed $265.65; September $364.15, 
but October was only $87.69, and the December 
statement lists the deficit $122.90.) 


questionable whether any great savings except- 
ing postage and stationery can made these items, 
with the change times and increasing activities, post- 
age, office supplies and stationery will always appre- 
ciable item. seems that the budget allowances, however, 
are ample, and suggest that all expenditures along these 
lines carefully watched that the cost may reduced 
and that duplicate multiple copying and mailing un- 
necessary material minimized, conserve stenog- 
raphers’ time and reduce mailing costs. 

There another item which feel should considered 
the Council, although may not within the province 
this committee make recommendations, and that 
the question donations medical libraries. For the 
past several years, has been the custom allocate 
cents each membership dues the Library Donation 
Fund, and this, cents given each the Barlow 
Medical Library and the Lane Medical Library. The 
budget for 1939 provided $1,475 for this item, but notice 
that December 31, 1939, total $3,114.50 has been 
donated. Some study should made the eventual 
disposition this money, appears that out the 
6,000 members the California Medical Association, only 
about 3,200, namely, those resident Los Angeles and 
San Francisco counties, benefit mostly from this fund. 
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the past years, has been the custom for the Secretary’s 
Office forward various books which are received his 
office for review purposes the secretaries the several 
component county societies for review and then become 
the property that county society afterwards. 


Salaries: The budget allocated for 1939 for the Secre- 
tary and his office force, $17,285 (editor’s salary $4,000 
not included this figure). This divided follows: 
Secretary-Treasurer and Director Public Re- 

This appears rather high figure and that the 
monies expended are possibly greater than the value re- 
ceived. note that one employee, No. receives $185 
per month and that with her manifold duties and the way 
which she efficiently handles her part the work, she 
may deserving this figure. also note that another 
employee, namely, No. elderly, while No. 
middle age, and that they each receive $185 per month. 
These two individuals have been the employ the 
Association for some eighteen more years and have 
given loyally their services. This Association might 
wisely pension one these employees, token appre- 
ciation the years loyal service. The question the 
office personnel has been the subject several previous 
surveys and result one, about two years ago 
annuity insurance plan was. put into effect which the 
Association assumed half the premium cost and the 
employee the other half. 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC RELATIONS 


this special committee also empowered study and 
report upon the Director Public Relations, which also 
involves the Department Public Relations and the 
Committee Public Relations and which the present 
time included within the office the Secretary-Treasurer, 
feel that all three should considered whole. 


The Committee Public Relations, when first created 
1931 resolution the House Delegates, did yeo- 
man service regarding the problems submitted the 
Council and House. With changing times and points 
view the functions this committee now seem duplicated 
those other committees, especially the Committee 
Public Education, namely formulate definite program 
for the dissemination information the public, 
may concern the medical profession all its phases. 


search through the minutes the Council and the 
House Delegates relative the creation the Com- 
mittee Public Relations, the Public Relations Depart- 
ment and its Director fail disclose any definite duties 
sustained program which has either been recommended 
embarked upon towards educating the public the 
needs, value and scientific achievements the profes- 
sion. The present set-up regards the appointment and 
the composition the Committee Public Relations and 
the Department Public Relations unfortunate that 
the By-Laws provide that the Committee shall consist 
the Chairman several specifically designated committees 
and the Department Public Relations shall made 
certain designated committees. 

the earlier years before the matter Public Educa- 
tion was deemed necessary, when the activities the 
Committee were devoted the study medical service and 
insurance plans and problems and the like, the composition 
the Committee and Department may have been con- 
sidered satisfactory, but the matter stands present, 
individuals who training, contacts and temperament may 
qualified ably serve, are automatically barred from 
serving the Committee the By-Laws. This section 
the By-Laws should rescinded amended that 
properly fitted members may selected serve, else 
its name should changed that may continue 
study certain problems assigned without implying 
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that its main function that public education and the 
like. 


For the past several years the title “Director Public 
Relations” has been meaningless one. During Doctor 
Dickie’s tenure office some efforts toward formulating 
program were instituted, but like many well meaning, 
but not clearly conceived and conclusively thought-out 
plans, the activities have been unproductive, negligible and 
not really within the scope Public Relations. 

seems that neither Doctor Warnshuis nor the present 
incumbent Director Public Relations has produced 
formulated any constructive program Public Rela- 
tions educational activity. may say that unfor- 
tunately the California Medical Association has been 
derelict its responsibilities along this line, evidenced 
the sentiment the last House Delegates meeting, 
which several resolutions dealing with this subject were 
introduced, and also comparison with the programs 
formulated and operation Michigan, Illinois, Ohio, 
New York, Wisconsin and many other states. 


the 1939 budget, $3,000 was allocated for the Depart- 
ment Public Relations. note that December 31, 
there unexpended balance $1,295.55 and that the 
1940 budget allocated $1,000 for the Department. The 
greater part the monies expended are for traveling 
expenses for the Committee Public Relations which 
during the past several months has met several times dur- 
ing which proposed bill for Basic Science Initiative Act 
was drafted and formulated and studies medical defense 
insurance and other matters were inaugurated. 


view the fact that the House Delegates its 
last session created special Committee Public Educa- 
tion and also passed special assessment provide funds 
for the functioning this committee, suggest that 
proportion the monies set aside for the Department 
Public Relations either returned the general fund 
that the allowance $1,000 withheld from the 1940 
budget and that either the Council the House Dele- 
gates its next meeting consider ways and means 
setting continued and definite program Public 
Education Relations. 


RECOMMENDATIONS RELATIVE TO SECRETARIAL AND 
PUBLIC RELATIONS DIVISIONS 


organization such the California Medical Asso- 
ciation with such widespread activities cannot properly 
function one-man office, but should departmental- 
ized and definite responsibilities and duties delegated 
competent assistants, well trained and temperamentally 
qualified for their particular duties. The Secretary never 
formulates policies but simply executes certain policies and 
principles laid down from time time the House 
Delegates and/or the Council the interim between the 
House Delegate’s meetings. His duties that regard 
are wholly those executive administrative officer, 
responsible directly the Council and the House Dele- 
gates. not necessary that should physician, 
and, fact, several states, namely, Ohio, Wisconsin and 
others, use qualified laymen that capacity. our 
opinion, secretary large state medical association 
efficiently discharge his responsibilities cannot remain 
his desk, spending the greater part his time with the 
minutiae office routine. The office work should 
arranged that may absent from his desk for probably 
per cent his time, taking care organization 
matters, matters public policy, conferring with various 
local and state bureau officials, participating certain 
legislative educational activities, serving field 
secretary, contacting the several component societies, super- 
vising least making point see that programs 
formulated various committees the Council are 
executed, responsible through his several assistants for 
the office routine and correspondence, and possibly serve 
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either himself through one his assistants the 
managing business editor the official publication, and 
also aid the editorial policy and furnish copy for 
matters information the membership for the pub- 
lication. 


herewith present for your consideration set-up 
which feel would result more efficient and probably 
more economic functioning the Association headquarters 

Executive Administrative Secretary: Duties 
general are outlined above. 

2. Assistant Executive or Administrative Secretary: 
Duties in general would be those of an office manager or 
managing director. Of course, he could assume some of the 
duties as outlined above for the Secretary, but it would be 
in a way his prime responsibility to see that the office func- 
tioned properly, by relieving the Secretary of many of the 
details of office routine. He could aid the Scientific or 
Medical Editor in arranging the advertising copy and other 
copy for the publication, and thus assume the duties of the 
Managing Editor, Business Manager the Official 
Publication. Also were qualified, and would 
desirable to have one so qualified, to take over the respon- 
sibility for the Public Education or Public Policy Program, 
by working with, coérdine.ting and aiding in the execution 
of the program of the committee so designated. 

3. Membership Secretary or Clerk: Duties would be to 
take complete charge the membership file and roster, 
handle all correspondence and inquiries from the compo- 
nent county societies relative to members, dues and ad- 
dress changes, the compilation of the directory, and the 
like. The bookkeeping duties relative to membership could 
be reduced to a minimum amount. This individual could 
easily handle this and possibly all of the necessary book- 
keeping for the Association. 


4. Private Secretary to the Executive Secretary, Chief 
Office Clerk or some such similar name: Duties would be 
primarily take care all correspondence relative 
matters of policy and organization activities, to record 
Council, House Delegates and various committee min- 


utes, and to be responsible for the important files relative 
to these bodies. 


Two more stenographers necessary: Duties need 
not be outlined. One could serve as telephone girl, recep- 
tionist, etc. 

6. Editorial Staff: This will be covered in more detail in 
the report on the Editor of the Journal, but in as much 
as with our recommendations, there is an interlinking of 
duties it is included in this portion of the report— 

(a) The Managing Editor, or the Business Manager could 
possibly be either the Secretary or the Assistant Secretary. 
The duties of this individual are that he would be respon- 
sible for the financial management, for the advertising 
accounts, for securing proper advertising copy, arranging 
and reassembling it from month to month so as to curtail 
and limit the number of pages, to handle all correspondence 
relative to advertisements, and to be responsible for 
circulation details and all the actual details of production. 

(b) The Scientific or Medical Editor, whose responsi- 
bility would be primarily for the character and type of 
scientific matter. 

Public Relations Department: Various names could 
be applied, such as ‘“‘Bureau of Public Education,” ‘“‘Depart- 
ment of Public Policy,’ ‘Public Enlightenment on all 
Medical Matters,’’ etc. In many state associations, these 
activities are correlated, promulgated and executed by 
either the Secretary or Assistant Secretary, depending upon 
his capabilities temperament. are the opinion 
that it should be carried on through the Secretary’s Office, 
either under his personal supervision or his assistant, 
working from policies laid down from time to time by the 
Council, the House of Delegates or duly appointed com- 
mittees empowered to so formulate policies. The Director 
of this Department should handle all details in connection 
with public relations, through news releases, radio, speak- 
ers’ bureaus and preparation of literature or pamphlets for 
public distribution, and the accumulation of data concern- 
ing medical economics. 


find certain states the budgets for salary per- 
sonnel, traveling expenses, and the like for Public Rela- 
tions activities vary considerably, but general they range 
from $6,000 $14,000. 

This proposed set-up rather general, but appears 
your committee least for purposes presenta- 
tion, one from which some concrete constructive program 
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may formulated. not radically different essen- 
tials from the present set-up. Certain duties and respon- 
sibilities may dovetail, and likewise they may redupli- 
cation duties. our opinion that some changes pat- 
terned after the above recommendations will aid more 
economic and efficient conduct the office Secretary- 
Treasurer and Director Public Relations the Cali- 
fornia Medical Association. are also the opinion 
that the office Treasurer should continued within the 
office Secretary. 


seems that the duties employees No. and No. 
could carried more efficiently younger and more 
flexible individuals. unfortunate that the annuity 
retirement plan was not worked out years ago that 
these employees could materially benefit from it. The 
present annuity which one these employees carries has 
been force for only two years and the income from 
would small. with reluctance that recommend 
that the services these two individuals dispensed with, 
but feel that should done the interest 
ciency and economy, and that some plan produced 
whereby they could pensioned and the cost borne 
the Association. Their combined duties could performed 
perhaps one individual. these employees were pen- 
sioned $50 $75 month, with the present salary 
allowed for their combined duties ($370), there would 
still sufficient funds left for the employment one 
perhaps two younger individuals.

1938 there was increase 5,255 the total num- 
ber copies printed over 1937. During the same period 
the net gain membership was 132, so, 1,584 copies would 
have been the normal increase number copies for 
membership gain. Many these extra copies, course, 
are necessary; that is, complimentary copies adver- 
tisers, prospective purchasers booth space the 
annual meeting and should remembered that during the 
past few years, copies have been sent each member the 
House Delegates the American Medical Association. 

note the amounts paid advertising commissions 
Mr. Flynn and the Advertising Bureau. 
The usual percentage per cent paid both agencies. 
Last year Mr. Flynn was paid $1,679.79 and the Codpera- 
tive Advertising Bureau was paid $3,170.72, less $1,233.76 
dividends, $1,996.96 was paid directly the Bureau; 
the total for both amounting $3,676.75. 

average, note that Mr. Flynn’s contracts total 
pages space and the Advertising Bureau 
pages space, all which per cent commis- 
sions were paid. (Reference Chart C.) 

appears that the amount money paid Mr. Flynn 
out proportion that paid the Advertis- 
ing Bureau for advertising copy. Mr. Flynn handles only 
the local advertising material. With active managing 
editor these local contracts could handled him, that 
is, course, the expiration the existing contracts. 

One the resolutions introduced the House Dele- 
gates, suggested the possibility volume pub- 
containing the scientific papers presented 
during the session, and addition monthly bulletin con- 
taining only advertising matter and organization infor- 
mation. 

With this mind your committee thought would 
interest break down the production costs the 
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volumes embodied this proposal and present herewith 
the following data: 

survey twelve consecutive issues CALIFORNIA 
AND WESTERN MEDICINE, from May, 1938, and including 
April, 1939, shows 546 pages scientific text matter in- 
corporating papers presented the Pasadena meeting. 
these 546 pages were reduced inches 
size, the same subject matter would occupy 896 pages. 
(Reference Chart B.) 

estimate production costs such volume, style 
similar textbook, containing advertising matter and 
based present printing cost base 6,000 copies is: 
Printing, $12,000; postage and mailing $1,100, total 
$13,100. Extras, such tabular matter, plates, proof 
correction cost, etc., cannot accurately determined, but, 
the basis these extras charged against 546 pages 
mentioned above, would approximate $1,500 $1,600. 

Monthly bulletin costs with the base figure 6,000 
copies would follows:

Mailing costs would $1,000 $1,600 annually, depend- 
ing upon second third class carriage. 

CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN MEDICINE, the above- 
mentioned twelve consecutive issues, carried average 
pages advertising matter out average total 
13034 pages per issue. 


Presuming for the same advertising space pages 
and allowing for pages devoted editorial matter, 
organization material, council minutes, etc., would neces- 
sitate 70-page bulletin. The base price per 6,000 
copies for 64-page bulletin estimated about $1,310 
per month, $15,720 annually. Then the cost would 
follows: Annual volume: Printing, $12,000; mailing, 
$1,100 extras, $1,500. Monthly bulletin for 64-page 
Printing and binding, $15,720; postage, $1,200; extras, 
$1,000. (Reference Chart B.) 

The estimated printing costs the annual volume and 
monthly bulletin would $32,520 compared with the 
present printing cost $26,299. 

must anticipated that occasions the size this 
bulletin may increased the number copies printed 
per month increased, both extra cost above the base 
price. 

These production cost figures were obtained from The 
James Barry Company. (Chart B.) 

With any radical change type character any 
publication the possibility loss advertising revenue 
must considered and this would automatically reduce 
the number pages the bulletin some extent, for com- 
parative purposes, let say pages. Then, the annual 
printing cost for the proposed bulletin would possibly 
reduced approximate figure $14,200 with, course, 
proportionate even greater loss advertising revenue. 

The advertising income the year 1938 was $24,398. 
For the last four years the printing costs and advertising 
income CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN MEDICINE paralleled 
each other follows:

case annual volume and monthly bulletin ap- 
pears that the printing cost would exceed the present 
advertising income least $8,000, provided the present 
advertising income did not decrease. there should 
loss advertising pages amounting 12-page reduction, 
approximately one-fourth the number the present 
average total advertising pages, the income from advertis- 
ing would reduced $4,000 $5,000. 

must remembered that other expenditures, such

The estimated total cost (printing and production), then, 
for annual volume and monthly bulletin, carrying 
pages provide for the present pages advertising 
and pages reading matter, would about $47,064 
annually, based upon present publication cost figures. 

For 1938, the total CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN MEDICINE 
expenditures were $41,483. quite evident that 
saving would obtained such change, and highly 
probable that there would some loss advertising 
income. 

For your informatin covering production costs and other 
data there appended [above] breakdown figures 
one year covering CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN MEDICINE, 
the Illinois, Pennsylvania, and Texas journals.

The average number pages per issue each parallel 
closely CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN but the 
printing costs vary, with CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN 
CINE rating highest $4,781. 


There was wide range the average number copies 
printed per month and also great variation advertising 
income. find AND WESTERN MEDICINE 
with the highest printing costs and with next the lowest 
number copies printed per month, but with comparable 
average number pages printed per issue and with the 
highest advertising income and the highest number 
advertising pages and lowest figure for editor’s salary. 


computing costs, one must remember that the total 
production cost considerably above the actual printing 
costs. Thus, for the year 1938, find other expenditures, 
such as, editor’s salary, clerical salary, $2,312.50; 
advertising commissions, $3,198.11; wrapping and mail- 
ing, illustrations, $425.45; supplies and postage, 
$750.56; discounts and collection expense, $112.37; sales 
tax (plus prior years), $2,616.20; and printing, $26,299.31, 
with total expenditures for publication, mailing, etc., 
$41,483.32. 1937 the total production costs were 
$40,414.35. 

the total number pages CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN 
MEDICINE were decreased the size 100-page 
book and kept that number pages close cutting, 
rearranging monthly the advertising material and copy, 
omitting portions certain items such news clippings, 


American Medical Association, filler material, miscellany, 
author discussions, certain abstracts, etc., the cost could 
pulled down, say for example, base 6,000 copies per 
issue about average $1,550 month instead the 
present average $2,185 per issue 130 average pages 
with 6,000 base. (Reference Chart E.) 

holding the publication fixed number pages 
per month the cost extra text folios would consider- 
ably reduced and even dispensed with. New quotations 
bids should obtained for base price of, say, 6,300 
6,500 copies per issue provide for the estimated 
net gain membership subscription each year. 

presume that the cost authors’ corrections and 
extra cost point type insertions and tabular matter 
continued present, that $1,548.50, the estimated 
printing cost per year for 96-page book should about 
$20,148 compared with $26,299 present, saving 
about $6,151. 


The question arises that may not good policy 
definitely fix the number pages per issue. feel that 
this not impossible printing costs are generally calcu- 
lated upon increases eight pages multiples eight 
pages and not upon single pages. Thus, the dummy 
made carried pages (since 96-page book for pur- 
poses study considered) the managing editor should 
delete certain filler material and rearrange the advertising 
material and copy and pull down pages, rather than 
adding seven additional pages take care one 
extra page. 


member your committee has taken the August, 1939, 
issue and revising and reassembling the advertising 
section was able reduce the number advertising pages 
from 36, with saving pages the advertising 
section, and the text pages, cutting and cropping and 
reassembling text matter, reduced the number pages 
from 60. Thus, this particular issue there could 
have been saving approximately pages and the 
total number pages reduced compared with the 
original 124 pages. effect any saving pages would 
necessitate the close supervision managing editor 
director who would check these items each month and 
using previous copies and pasting and cutting make 
sample dummy copy each month for guidance the printer. 


interest note that the last several issues 
CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN the total number 
pages has been reduced somewhat reduction text 


matter and degree slight reduction filler 
material.

Your committee does not feel that the official publication 
can made carry itself financially under the present 
method editing and publication. our opinion that 
certain economies can instituted and this can effected 
only decreasing printing costs and extras, reducing 
the number pages per issue, close supervision 
make-up and eliminating wherever possible the use 
tabular matter, extra type, cost extra folios and extra 
copies. 

not feel that the advertising income can in- 
creased but the other hand are the opinion that the 
present advertising clientele should carefully nurtured. 

faced with the fact mounting production costs 
and decreasing advertising income. 1938 the cost 
CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN the Association, 
over and above advertising and subscription income, was 
$16,419.69 or, expressed terms total production 
costs, was $41,483.32, constituting 37.3 per cent the 
total expenditures the California Medical Association 
($110,951.23). Still again, the JouRNAL costs may 
expressed constituting 46.4 per cent the total income 
1938 ($89,208.23). 

comparison should made the seventh month 
(July 31, 1939), find that AND WESTERN 
had expended $24,028 its budget allowance 
$35,700 (sales tax not included either figures) the 
equivalent 67.3 per cent its allotted budget figure. 


For the year 1939 the total expenditures cost 
FORNIA AND WESTERN was $40,870.93, whereas 
the total income the California Medical Association was 
$102,337.13. The total production costs $40,870.93 was 
$3,020.93 greater than the budget allowance $37,850. 

The cost CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN MEDICINE can 
computed other ways true. find for 1939 that 
the total production cost was $40,870.93 and that the in- 
come from advertising sales, subscriptions and reprint sales 
was $28,489.13, thus leaving net cost the Association 
$11,381.80, figure which compares with the net cost 
for 1938 $10,165.79. With membership 1939 6,000 
the net cost per member $1.89. One may contend that 
with arbitrary bookkeeping figure per member set 
aside the subscription price that CALIFORNIA AND WEST- 
ERN MEDICINE well within its limits costs. 


that may, the responsibility the Council 
and/or the House Delegates determine whether the 
official publication worth the monies expended. 
your committee’s opinion that the budget figures set for 
CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN MEDICINE have been set too 
high and that they should lowered. 


your committee appears that the large expenditure 
for CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN MEDICINE out propor- 
tion its value the Association. grant that the 
value of, asset of, the publication the Association 
something that intangible and cannot evaluated 
terms dollars and cents. Surely scientific publica- 
tion cannot considered worth the amount money 
necessary publish it. 

the dissemination organizational and policy matters, 
medical economics subjects and other informative matter 
the Association membership, has served its purpose.

sponsible for the news, editorials and advertising sections 
the JourNAL, leaving the full responsibility for the 
scientific section the scientific editor who must neces- 
sity physician. The managing editor should prefer- 
ably the Executive Secretary and all the details except- 
ing the actual printing should cleared through the office 
the Association under the supervision the managing 
editor and the scientific editor. The managing editor may 
possibly the Assistant Secretary but should always 
under the immediate supervision the Secretary the 
Association and the Council. 

are the opinion that the current system vogue 
publishing papers presented routinely the annual 
sessions should discontinued and that editorial board 
publications committee formed which collaboration 
with the medical editor would approve all scientific articles 
submitted and also select certain papers merit presented 
the annual sessions. The medical scientific editor 
would primarily responsible for the character and the 
type the scientific articles published. The remuneration 
for the scientific editor should nominal would not 
full-time job. 

SUMMARY 


Your committee from its survey the opinion that 
under the administrative set-up presently constituted, 
marked economy can effected. few dollars can 
shaved off the budget here and there but appears that 
have expensive and nonproductive organizational 
set-up which like Topsy “just grew up.” 

Secretarial should Executive

more stenographers may needed, whose duties are 
outlined general the body this report. 

The present budget figures for combined salaries the 
office, viz., $21,285 should ample pay for such staff.

There should scientific medical editor who 
collaboration with editorial board publications com- 
mittee would responsible only for the scientific text. 


Definite restrictions limitations the number 
pages per issue should fixed except under extraordinary 
circumstances and other economies instituted. New quota- 
tions bids should solicited effort obtain 
better base price for printing.

Advance the control syphilis continued last year 
under the program administered the Bureau Venereal 
Diseases, State Department Public Health. 

The most progressive step was the enactment laws 
providing for prenatal tests for syphilis all pregnant 
women and for premarital examinations and tests for 
syphilis. The laws became effective September 19, 1939, 
and the close the year 23,684 premarital tests and 
29,529 prenatal tests had been reported the State Lab- 
oratory. Most the premarital examinations were made 
private physicians, who also drew the blood for most 
the prenatal tests. Results the tests were: prenatal, 
1.66 per cent positive; premarital, 1.71 per cent positive. 

There were 22,740 cases syphilis reported the State 
Department Public Health during the year, com- 
pared with 23,309 1938, 17,282 1937, and 11,725 
1936. 

the close 1939 there were 140 venereal disease 
clinics the state operated local health departments, 
state institutions, and private agencies. There were 580,588 
treatments for syphilis given clinics. New clinics were 
opened San Francisco, Oakland, and number 
smaller centers. 

The office full-time venereal disease control officer 
was established the local health departments San 
Francisco, Oakland, and San Diego, and arrangements 
were completed for the establishment such office 
the Los Angeles City Health Department. 

Through arrangement with the Indian 
Service, treatment was provided Indians. 

Sufficient antisyphilitic drugs for 414,673 treatments 
were distributed free physicians private practice and 
clinics the State Department Public Health. 

Seven physicians and three nurses were given post- 
graduate training venereal disease control through funds 
furnished the Federal Government. 

Pamphlets suggesting procedure under the premarital 
and prenatal laws were mailed all physicians the state 
the Bureau Venereal Diseases. addition, phy- 
sicians were circularized regarding three pamphlets the 
diagnosis, treatment and management syphilis, which 
are distributed without charge the Bureau. the close 
the year, arrangements were being completed for the 
showing film, “Syphilis: Motion Picture Clinic,” 
several county medical societies. 

Demand from the public for information concerning 
venereal diseases continued. During 1939 the State De- 
partment Public Health distributed 330,778 pamphlets 
the public and sponsored 553 lectures and film showings. 
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Newspapers all sections the state gave 24,328 column 
inches venereal diseases compared with 9,667 column 
inches 1938.
